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it was entirely characteristic that when one of the 
attorneys engaged in the proceedings uf the Coal Strike 
Commission, at Scranton, Pa., the other day spoke of 
the President of the United States as “Teddy,” a vis- 
orous protest against the indignity should have come 
from a military officer, Brig. Gen. John M. Wilson, 
U.S.A., retired, a member of the Commission who rose 
and said with manifest indignation: “Mr. Chairman, I 
object to any person before this board referring to the 
President of the United States in that manner.” This 
episode is by no means as trivial as it may seem to the 
unthinking observer. There is an unfortunate tendency 


f among a large body of American citizens to belittle the 


dignity of the Presidential office, to treat with contumely 
the representatives of constituted authority and to speak 
of them with the familiarity which breeds contempt. To 
ollicers of the Army and Navy this tendency is abhorent. 
The President is their Commander-in-Chief, whom they 
ure taught to respect and obey, and when he is assailed, 
even, by a vulgar reflection upon his personal character, 
or upon the dignity oc the great office which he occupies, 
it is as natural for them to resent the insult as it is for 
a loyal soldier to repel an attack upon his captain on 
General Wilson’s rebuke to the of- 
fender in the instance we have noted was in performance 
of his plain duty as an officer of the Army. It is a 
pity that his soldierly respect for the dignity of the 
Presidential office is not universally shared by civilians. 
In striking contrast’ with the correct sense of pro- 
priety which prompted General Wilson’s protest, was 
un utterance by President Schurman, of Cornell Uni- 
versity, in the course of an address before the Nine- 
teenth Century Club of New York a few days later. 
The newspapers report Professor Schurman as calling 
the members of the. United States Congress “cowards 
and poltroons” merely because they have not yet en- 
proper financial legislation for the Philippine 
Islands. If President Schurman uttered those words he 
gave an exhibition of bad taste which is particularly un- 
becoming to a public educator, who stands at the head 
ofa great institution dedicated to high ideals of patriot- 
ism and civie duty. Our Congress is not an infallable 
its acts are legitimate subjects of criticism, buc 
we do not believe, nor do we believe that Professor 
Schurman believes, that the members are poltroons or 
cowards. Most of them are quite as honest as him- 
self—less learned perhaps, in the scholastic sense, but 
far better informed on matters of legislation and not 
less sincere in their devotion to the public welfare nor 
less familiar with the properties which govern contro- 
versies among gentlemen. No officer of the Army or 
Navy could indulge in the language ascribed to Pro- 
fessor Schurman without belittling his own professional 
dignity and making himself liable to punishment under 
the 19th Article of the War, which says: “Any of- 
ficer who uses contemptuous or disrespectful language 
against the President, the Vice-President, the Congress 
of the United States, or the Chief Magistrate or legisia- 
ture of any of the United States in which he is quarter- 
ed, shall be dismissed from the Service, or otherwise 
puvished as a court martial may direct.” We com- 
mend Article 19 to civilian educators as a concise defin- 
ition of the rule which should regulate their criticisms 
of public officials. 
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In no branch of the naval Service will the maneuvres 
in the Caribbean Sea be observed with closer attention 
than in the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the 
Navy Department. All or nearly all of the vessels en- 
gaged in those movements were sent to West Indian 
Waters insufficiently provided with medical officers, some 





actually but one. In other words, the Navy is so short 
of medical officers that these maneuvering squadrons, 
carring approximately 12,000 officers and men from our 
forces afloat, have assembled in tropical waters under 
conditions that make the health problem a matter of 
the keenest solicitude. Under normal conditions the 
sick list of a ship’s company averages from three per 
cent. to four per cent., and on a vessel carrying a com- 
plement ranking from 400 to 500 officers and men there 
is ample work .for three surgeons. This percentage of 
sickness increased considerably, even during last sum- 
mer’s maneuvres in the comfortable climate of the New 
England coast, and it is quite likely that there will be 
a still greater increase among the crews of the ships 


‘now assembled in the less bracing climate of the Carib- 


bean. It is unfortunate, therefore, that any ship should 
have been sent to the maneuvres without a full com- 
plement of medical officers, but as we have repeatedly 
pointed out, the blame for it rests with Congress alone. 
The attention of that body has been frequently called to 
the urgent need of a large increase in the Navy medical 
corps, and in his recent annual report Surgeon General 
Rixey appealed earnestly for legislation to that end. 
He also made a plea for hospital ships for the Navy. 
and the need of such vessels is so plain that it speaks 
for itself. The maneuvres now in progress probably will, 
and we earnestly hope they may, be completed without 
serious injury to the health of the forces engaged, but 
we do not doubt that it will sharply emphasize the in- 
creasing need of additional medical officers and of hos- 
pital ships for the Navy, not merely to provide greater 
comfort for the sick and wounded, but to permit of 
higher ‘efficiency on the part of fighting ships in time of 
action. 


As might have been expected, the first word of op- 
position to the bill to organize the National Militia 
comes from the so-called “peace” societies, and, natur- 
ally enough, it is an utterance inspired by unsound 
sentiment and moral blindness to national needs. The 
authors of this protest are Mrs. Belva A. Lockwood, 
president of the National Arbitration Association, and 
Mr. Alfred H. Love, president of the Universal Peace 
Union, whose views are set forth in a circular, copies 
of which have been addressed to each member of Con- 
gress. The tenor of this paper is sufficiently in- 
dicated in this extract which says of the Militia Bill: 
“Never before since the organization of the Government 
has legislation so vicious and so onerous and burden- 
some on the commonwealth of the United States been 
broached or conceived. It is worse than the conscrip- 
tion in France, Germany, Austria and Russia. It pro- 
poses to make of every boy in the land, whether he wills 
it or not; whether it is against his moral or religious 
convictions or not; whether it interferes with his chosen 
profession or taste or not, a soldier. It proposes to edu- 
cate him to kill, and to kill scientifically; to develop in 
him a war spirit; to make war and military aggran- 





dizement the acme of his ambition instead of the 
love of peaceful agriculture, manufactures and 
commerce.” Sophistry so glaring as this needs 


no refutation, and it would be a waste of time tt 
take it seriously. It amounts to a declaration that pre- 
paredness for national self-protection amounts to a sin 
which is prejudical to peace. It is only necessary to 
remark that Mrs. Lockwood is a non-combatant be- 
cause of her sex, and that Mr. Love is a non- 
combatant because of his religion. At the outbreak of 
the Spanish war Mr. Love was so violently opposed to 
the use of arms in upholding the national honor that 
he would have had the Government remain absolutely 
passive under indignity and insult from Spain. His 
policy meant peace with dishonor. 


Should the House Committee on Naval Affairs agree as 
now seems probable, to make no provision for additional 
battleships in the forthcoming naval appropriation bill 
notwithstanding Secretary Moody's recommendation in 
favor of two such vessels, it is believed that this adverse 
action will be offset by the arrangement looking to the 
doubling of the number of midshipman appointments to 
the Naval Academy. The chairman of the Committee, 
Mr. Foss, is heartily in favor of this increase and has 
already introduced a bill providing that the number of 
annual midshipman appointments shall be doubled for a 
period of twelve years, his belief being that by the end 
of that time the additional officers required for the Ser- 
vice will be supplied. If provision cannot be made at 
this session for additional battleships as well as for 
additional midshipmen, the question as to which need is 
the more urgent becomes a serious matter, which de- 
mands the broadest and most unselfish consideration. 
Sound policy would seem to require that naval expan- 
sion should go forward with an even rate of increase in 
material and personnel. The act which authorizes the 
construction of a new ship should also authorize a suf- 
ficient number of additional midshipman appointments 
and a sufficient increase in the enlisted force to pro- 
vide the vessel with a full complement of officers and 
men when she is ready to be placed in commission. 
Under this arrangement the Government would be able 
to use its vessels in active service as soon as they were 
completed without displacing others, and it will never be 
able to do so under any other arrangement. The pro- 
posed increase in the midshipman corps is in every way 
commendable. We truly wish it might be supplemented 
with provision for additional battleships also. The Navy 
needs both, but if beth cannot be had at the same time

Among the valuable publications issued by the Bureau 
of Insular Affairs of the War Department there has 
been none so important, so extensive or so useful to per- 
sons interested in our newly acquired territory as its 
latest work, entitled “A Pronouncing Gazetteer and 
Geographical Dictionary of the Philippine Islands.” In 
this large volume of nearly 1,000 pages are included not 
only the most accurate obtainable information respecting 
the geography, area, political divisions, population, agri- 
culture, industries and the social, religious and economic 
conditions of the islands, but a comprehensive pronounc- 
ing dictionary together with seven excellent maps and 
hundreds of charts and photographic illustrations. So 
comprehensive indeed are the contents of this work and 
so admirably have they been arranged that almost any- 
thing about the islands that is worth knowing will be 
found within its covers. The volume is more than a 
gazetteer—it is a political and statistical history of the 
archipelago, a compendium of its laws, a survey of its 
resources and a careful presentation of its racial and 
social problems. It is unique among gazetteers, and 
stands as a monument to the intelligence, industry and 
methods of the compilers. The preparation of this work 
alone demonstrates the remarkable usefulness which the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs has developed under the super- 
vision of its energetic chief, Col. Clarence R. Edwards, 
U.S.A.

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In the whole course of the current discussion as to 
the relations between organized labor and the public 
service there has been no development so startling as 
the deliberate statement recently made by Mr. J. H. 
Mull, Assistant Manager of the Cramp Shipbuilding 
Company, before the Senate Committee on Labor and 
Education. This statement is im effect that, during 
the Spanish American war, members of certain labor 
unions then at odds with the Cramps deliberately at- 
tempted to disable two United States warships. which 
at the time were being fitted out in the company’s 
yards. Mr. Mull added that it required sleepless vigil- 
ance to thwart these attempts, that there was no 
telling how badly the vessels might have been injur- 
ed if the attempts had succeeded and that all the 
facts with reference to the matter were submitted to 
the Government at the time, This, we repeat, is a 
remarkable, even an alarming, statement. If any man, 
whether a member of a labor union er not, can 
with impunity, destroy or disable any agency of the 
national defense during a state of actual war, the 
soomer the fact is known the better. For if there is 
no law applicable to such atrocious villainy, there os iw- 
mediate need of an act defining it as treason and pun- 
ishable by death.

With the landing of the shore end of the Pacitic cabie 
at San Francisco on Dec. 14, and the immediate de 
parture of the steamer Silverton to lay the line be- 
tween California and Hawaii, the Pacific Commercial 
Cable Company seems likely to realize its expectation 
of opening cable comunications between the United 
States and Hawaii early in the new year. The success- 
ful completion of this project, which is very appropriate- 
ly dedicated to the memory of the late John W. 
Mackay, will be followed by the prompt extension of 
the line via Midway Island and Guam to Manila and 
thence to China, thus insuring communication between 
the United States and the Orient over an all-Ameri- 
can system within two years. The construction of this 
system is nominally a private enterprise, but it is 
hedged with such conditions that it is to all intents and 
purposes a Government project, and for that reason, 
and in view of the beneficent part it is bound to play 
in the development of American commercial and naval 
prestige in the Pacific, its progress will be followed 
with national interest.

First it was Germany that set out to collect a trifi- 
ing debt of several millions of dollars from Venezuela. 
Then England, remembering that she was also a creditor, 
proceeded to do likewise, and now Italy comes to the 
front with a more or less modest c!aim for which she 
will be glad to accept payment in current funds with- 
out further delay. If any other European sation bas a 
claim against Venezuela now is the time to present it. 
Poor Venezuela is up against the wall, aud her credi- 
tors are evidently resolved to keep her there until they 
go through her pockets. Meanwhile the Anglo-German 
crowd have undertaken the novel scheme of increasing 
her paying power by destroying her assets. 





There appears to be an impression that Secretary 
Moody is in favor of the re-establishment of an engineer 
corps in the Navy. In view of this we this week di- 
rected our Washington representative to see Secretary 
Moody in reference to the matter. The Secretary as- 
sured him that any statement setting forth that he was 
in favor of the re-establishment of an engineer corps 
was, to say the least, premature, as he had not yet given 
the matter any serious consideration. It may be, and it 
seems to us that it must eventually be, that the Secre- 
tary will take this matter up with Congress and urgently 
recommend that steps be taken to provide the Navy of 
the future with a well-trained, technical corps of en- 
gineer officers, but the time has not yet come and prob- 
ably will not come for another year. 
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No matter how profound may be the solicitude which 
has been aroused in the United States by recent events 
in Venezuela, it is fully compensated by the current 
demonstration of the fact that in emergencies which 
menace the integrity 6f American principles and Ameri- 
can traditions, the people of this country are as one for 
the National defense. One of the most impressive mani- 
festations of this patriotic sentiment took place just 
seven years ago this month when President Cleveland’s 
warning to England that she must respect the Monroe 
Doctrine in dealing with Venezuela caused an outburst 
of national spirit that amazed the world and arrayed 
the people en masse in support of the Government. Even 
more impressive was the uprising of the people in 1898, 
when President McKinley’s outspoken notice that con- 
ditions in Cuba had become intolerable swept away pariy 
and sectional distinctions in an hour, inspired a defense 
appropriation of $50,000,000 almost without a dissenting 
vote and brought the patriotic masses together in the 
solid array that wrought the doom of Spain’s colonies 
in American waters. And now, with even a remote 
possibility of trouble over the maintenance of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, the same resolute, absorbing patriotism is 
manifest in Congress and everywhere else. The nation is 
calm—mysteriously calm—but vigilant, self-reliant, an: 
highly resolved that its rights shall be respected on land 
and sea. If peril comes, there will be no party but the 
people and no purpose but the vindication of American 
honor, cost what it may. This, we repeat, is the full 
compensation of whatever apprehension may have been 
caused in the United States by passing events in Vene- 
zuela, but unless we exaggerate the awakened sentiment 
of the people it will still further manifest itself in prompt 
legislation for enlarging the national defenses. We shail 
be surprised indeed if it does not lead to generous ap- 
propriations for additional battleships and for a _ pro- 
nounced increase in the personnel of the Navy. The 
American watchword is Preparedness—and Prepared- 
ness spells Peace.

With reference to the canteen question, “American 
Medicine,” a technical journal published in Philadelphia, 
offers a hint which is exceedingly pertinent. It names 
eleven varieties of widely-advertised *‘patent” medicines 
which expert analysis proves to contain all the way 
from 17.2 per cent. to 44.3 per cent. of alcohol, and 
usks why the reformers who oppose the sale of beer at 
post exchanges do not fight the unrestricted sale of these 
preparations, ‘“‘American Medicine” remarks that only 
last year a noted temperance reformer’s portrait and 
testimonials were blazoned on the pages of every yellow 
journal in the country extolling the virtues of a nostrum 
largely made up of alcohol, and adds: “Think of a 
crusade against beer, which contains only from 2 to 5 
per cent. of alcohol, while allowing the free sale of 
‘bitters’ containing ten times as much. The ‘bitters’ 
are stronger than whiskey, far stronger than sherry, 
port, ete., and claret and champagne are far behind.” 
The well-meaning but misguided agitators who insist 
that an enlisted man of the Army shall surrender privi- 
leges to which he is as inherently entitled as a civilian, 
would find a larger and more important field of action 
in a vigorous crusade against the dangerous pateut 
medicines which transform thousands of persons into 
drunkards or opium fiends. The soldier who drinks to 
excess is responsible for his conduct and is always made 
to suffer for his folly, but the victims of the vile com- 
pounds sold as “bitters” or “tonics” are in many cases 
ignorant of the real character of the stuff they are 
taking until it is too late, and they are pitiable victims 
of alcoholism. We agree with “American Medicine” 
that the reformers might turn from the canteen with 
its beer containing from 2 per cent. to 5 per cent. of 
aleohol, and take up arms against the atrocious prepara- 
tions which, under the guise of medicines, annually cause 
more drunkenness, disease and death than the Army 
canteen ever produced in five years. Such a movement 
would be a temperance campaign in the broad, true 
scnse of the term.

Major William P. Duvall, Art. Corps, U.S.A., who 
was detailed by the Secretary of War to attend an 
report upon the recent annual encampment of the Na- 
tional Guard of Vennsylvania, has completed his work 
and its character is such as should commend it to the 
earnest attention of the military authorities of all the 
States of the Union. Speaking from extensive experi 
ence in command of troops and as an inspection officer of 
acknowledged thoroughness, Major Duvall unhesitatingly 
places the National Guard of Pennsylvania where we 
have always placed it, foremost among our State mili- 
tary organizations. He considers it but little if any 
inferior to Regular troops. Coming from such a source, 
this is high praise indeed, but careful observers will 
ugree that it is fully deserved. Elsewhere in these 
columns we publish extracts from Major Duvall’s report, 
including certain recommendations which are of special 
interest in relation to the National Militia Bill now 
pending in Congress. It will be noted that Major Du- 
vall’s recommendations for improvement in the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania would nearly all become operative 
through the measure which Congress has under consid- 
eration. This fact lends added weight to the Major's 
proposals for the reason that their general adoption by 
the various State governments would effect great im- 
provements in the National Guard system even if the 
Militia Bill should fail of enactment. Happily the 
passage of that measure seems reasonably certain, but 

‘meantime it is in order to urge the authorities of all 
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States to conform their National Guard organizations 
to the Pennsylvania system and give careful study to 
Major Duvall’s recommendations for its improvement. 
The existence of the excellent division of Pennsylvania 
State troops is due to the presence at one time in the 
Governor’s chair of Pennsylvania of that admirable sol- 
dier, John F. Hartranft, of blessed memory. 

The Philippine Catholic Centre, said to be the strong- 
est and most representative body of Roman Catholic lay- 
men in the Philippine Islands, has addressed a letter to 
the clergy, press, and people of the United States, thank- 
ing their American brethern for support and sympathy 
and paying especial tribute to the friars. The communi- 
cation, which is in substance, a protest against the pro- 
posed expulsion of the friars, declares that such a pro- 
ceeding would violate the American Constitution; as well 
as the Treaty of Paris. It says in part: “its knowledge 
of this archipelago being recent and incomplete, America 
perhaps has not formed a just idea of the immense labor 
and innumerable sacrifices which the religious orders, of 
whose ministrations a certain element would unjustly 
deprive us, have undertaken and suffered for our welfare 
and advantage. And, apart from this, they would find 
it difficult to appreciate these labors and sacrifices on 
account of the social and political crisis through which 
this country has passed during these last few years. One 
of the things most evident in this country is that the 
improvements, the roadways and the bridges, the schools, 
colleges, and universities; the barracks and fortresses, 
the seminaries and charitable institutions, the books and 
documents of arts and sciences, the implements of labor 
transport, the utensils and tools of construction, the per- 
fection of the languages, the betterment of customs, and 
the foundation of culture; in a word, all the vestiges of 
civilization and progress bear the marks, the embellish- 
ment, and seal of the Spanish religious corporations.” 
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Within the last two weeks there have been two 
striking expressions of opinion with reference to the 
destruction of the battleship Maine in Havana har- 
bor. ‘The first comes from Mr. Erving Winslow, the 
Boston “anti-imperialist,” who insinuates in an article 
in the North American Review that the vessel was de- 
stroyed by an internal explosion, and that the accident 
was due to carelessness on the part of her officers and 
crew. The second comes from Brig. Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee, U.S.A., retired, who was United States Con- 
sul General at Havana when the explosion occurred. 
In an address at the Patria Club, New York, on the 
evening of Dec. 12, General Lee said: “I want to say 
here, and for all time, that General Blanco and his 
officers had no more to do with the blowing up of 
the Maine than had the people of New York city. It 
is my belief that some of the.young officers left in the 
arsenal by General Weyler blew up the Maine. It was 
they, I am sure, who planted the mine that sent the 
Maine to its destruction.” Which of these opinions 
appeals the more strongly to the sober sense of the 
American people—that of a cheap New England demo- 
gogue and sentimentalist, with a perpetual itch for 
notoriety, who seeks to discredit the Government ani 
basely insult the officers and men of the Navy, or that 
of an American soldier and patriot who was in Havana 
when the explosion occurred, who made it the subject 
of an official investigation and who explains it on 
grounds which, besides being entirely plausible, reflect 
in no way whatever upon the national honor of Spain ? 
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With the revival of industrial and commercial pros- 
perity in Spain, which will nowhere be regarded with 
keener gratification than in the United States, the Gov- 
ernment at Madrid has instituted a policy of naval ex- 
pansion which seems likely to have important effects up- 
on Spanish marine interests. It is proposed to increase 
the naval budget from $8,000,000 for 1902 to $12,000,- 
000 for 1903, and then gradually raise it to $20,000,000, 
with which, continued for a period of years, it is planned 
to build a considerable fleet, including battleships, cruis- 
ers, torpedo craft and submarines of the best types. The 
plans approved by the Minister of Marine provide for 
an adequate system of navy yards, docks, arsénals and 
training stations, together with shipyards capable of 
building vessels for the navy as well as for the merchant 
service. In this program for the rehabilitation of her 
naval establishment, Spain reveals a wealth of internal 
energy and resources which is full of promise for her 
national welfare. She has within her borders the elements 
of great industrial and agricultural prosperity, and now 
that she has set herself to the task of developing these 
without having to look after remote colonies, which had 
become increasingly troublesome, if not actually burden- 
some in a financial sense, she is evidently destined to a 
place of enlarged importance in the commerce of the 
world. ‘to help her achieve that place will, we do not 
doubt, be the chief and most distinguished mission of her 
new navy.

Another manifestation of the arbitrary and dogmatic 
spirit which animates a certain class of temperance re- 
formers appears in the resolutions adopted recently at 
the convention of the National Anti-Saloon League in 
Washington. These resolutions directly allege that high 
military officials have persistently pursued a course un- 
favorable to the anti canteen law, that they have striven 
to make the law unpopular and that they are using every 
means to effect its repeal. The implication contained in 
these utterances is that those Army officers who have 
spoken in favor of restoring the canteen have been 


prompted by improper motives and without regard fo; 
the conditions which have developed under the present 
system. In the estimation of the Anti-Saloon Leagye 
every Army officer who recommends the re-establishment 
of the canteen is either an advocate of free whiskey 5, 
too stupid -to understand the real needs of the Service 
to which he belongs. This sort of talk is intolerant 
bigotry of the rankest variety. It will do no harm 
whatever to any officer who, after a year’s experience 
in command of troops, under present conditions, de- 
clares that the canteen is preferable to the vile drink- 
ing resorts that have sprung up along the approaches ro 
our various military posts. The monstrous slander, 
failing of its mark, will surely return to plague its au- 
thors. 

With an infatuation and self-delusion which seems 
incredible the anti-imperialist conspirators of Boston are 
sending to the Army some of their printed mendacities 
concerning the treatment of the Filipinos by our sol- 
diers. Though it could not be so intended, the wisest 
disposition that could be made of the aunti-imperialis 
romances is to send them to those who can testify to their 
falsity from personal experience. It will serve the same 
purpose as the literature circulated in our Army during 
the Civil War by the copperhead advocates of dis- 
graceful surrender, which was to intensify patriotic 
fervor and to awaken in every manly breast a still more 
biting contempt for those who were devoting their 
talents to the work of embarrassing the administration 
of Abraham Lincoln in dealing with a critical situation. 
The infamy which attaches to the memory of this class 
of men of our war period is in store for their successors 
and imitators of to-day. It is with extreme regret that 
we find a man of the character of Homer Loomis Nel- 
son training in such company. 














Secretary Moody on Dec. 16 officially extended to 
Rear Admiral George W. Melville, Chief of the Burean 
of Steam Engineering, and Rear Admiral Albert S 
Kenny, Paymaster General, the invitation of the Presi- 
dent to remain as chiefs of their respective bureaus after 
their retirements for age, until the expiration of their 
four years’ tours of duty. Admiral Melville will there- 
fore remain as Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing until Aug. 8, 1903, and Admiral Kenny as Pay- 
master General of the Navy until May 4, 1903. Bot! 
of these officers, whom we now take occasion to con- 
gratulate on the great compliment paid their official 
ability, will reach the age limit for active service in th: 
Navy in January, 1903, Admiral Melville on the 10th 
and Admiral Kenny on the 19th. Secretary Moody 
has stated in the most positive manner that he has 
not yet taken up for consideration the question of the 
successors of these two officers when they finally retire 
to private life. 
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Those who criticize the application of the Personnel 
law in the retirements which have already been made, 
and to those which will probably be made in the imme- 
diate future, fail to recall the fact that this was precisely 
what that law was intended to effect. The intention of 
the retirement clause of the Personne] bill was to make 
it an object for the older officers to retire in order that 
the comparatively younger officers should achieve com- 
mand rank before reaching the age of inability. The 
result has been such as to justify the ideas of the orig- 
inators of that law. Those who object because on re- 
tirement a captain is promoted to rear admiral fail to 
take note of the fact that all of the captains who can 
take advantage of the law are now upward of sixty 
years of age, served during the Civil War, and have 
been on the active list of the Navy for forty years or 
more. Ali of this was taken into consideration by the 
framers of the Personnel law, and the effects of the law 
are just what were predicated when it was under dis- 
cussion before Congress.

it? If it is not available for the payment of his debi 
it should be left in the hands of its owner.

Major Arthur Murray and Captains C. J. Bailey, and 
G. Flanders, U.S.A., composing the Army Board which 
witnessed the recent tests of the submarine boats Adder 
and Moccasin, report that the tests showed that these 
types of submarine boats have passed the experimental 
stage and that such boats must hereafter be taken into 
account as a practical and useful element of sea coast 
defense. The board strongly favors the employment <f 
submarine boats by the Army as a part of the sea coast 
defenses and says: “While the actual destructive value 
of such a boat cannot be definitely stated, its value as an 
element of coast defense, when measured by its probable 
moral effect, is thought to be incalculable.” 
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A correspondent says of the Navy Personnel bill: 
“Your common sense and regard for the efficiency of the 
naval Service plainly fdicates to you the great folly 
of that measure, and you have frequently shown this 
by ‘touching’ upon it, and yet you always seem to hesi- 
tate at the full expression of your opinion of a measure 
that for incredible folly has seldom been equalled. It 
is in direct contradiction to the tendency of the times 
and to educational progress. Admiral Melville says that 
if it was given a fair trial. No fair trial will succeed 
with a law radically wrong in principle.” 

Our correspondent appears to be desirous of establish- 
ing a reputation as a mind reader. If he were more 
competent in this line he would learn that whatever 
our opinion of the Personnel bill is or may have been, 
we do not believe in frequent changes of organization, 
and are most decidedly of the opinion that the less 
frequently the Services apply to Congress for legislation 
the better for them, lest the Congressmen should say ‘uv 
the language of Scripture, “by continual coming they 
weary me.” The Personnel bill was passed after due 
discussion and deliberation, it received the cordial ap- 
proval of the Assistant Secretary of the Navy, now 
President of the United States, and it would seem to be 
better to occupy the energies now devoted to damning 
it to carrying out its purposes in the spirit of loyal 
obedience to law. It governs every officer of the Navy, 
and each one should strive his best to make the law a 
success, 

“It appears,” a correspondent says, “that the last hope 
of the Infantry for a return to the white facings is lost, 
us the latest uniform board is said to be determined to 
retain the light blue. From the standpoint of servic- 
ability the light blue has been already proved unsatis- 
factory in the extreme. At the Fort Riley maneuvers, it 
faded out in a short time to a dirty nondescript color; it 
soils almost as easily as white, and it is difticult to clean 
it. Every clothing maker will tell you that the color 
will not hold, and that a fast color cannot be made in 
that shade. Very few officers have made the change, 
and new clothing is constantly being ordered with the 
white facings, officers preferring to undergo the expense 
of alteration shortly before the fatal 3d of July rather 
than wear what even when new is a very unattractive 
combination of colors. In the face of all this the uniform 
board says we must and shall wear the light blue. If a 
delicate evanescent color like this baby blue is considered 
appropriate for the facing of a soldier’s uniform, why 
not have pink for the Coast Artillery? Then our foot 
soldiers would look perfectly lovely—when their clothes 
vere new.” 








Col. Henry C. Cochrane, U.S.M.C., commanding the 
barracks at League Island Navy Yard, is evidently des- 
tined to be known as a successful farmer as well as an 
efficient officer. When he assumed his present com- 
mand in March, 1901, he found a large tract of land 
adjoining the barracks that was fit for cultivation, and 
ten acres of it was set apart for operations. The ma- 
rines under his command appropriated money from the 
company funds for seeds, plants and implements and, 
under the foremanship of a marine who is a practical 
farmer, the men speedily transformed the waste land 
into a flourishing garden, on which was raised a variety 
of vegetables sufficient to supply the mess tables of 200 
to 400 men throughout the season, to furnish a store 
for the winter and to provide about 100 bushels of 
corn. Besides raising these new crops the marines have 
reclaimed additional swamp lands for cultivation next 
year, many new gravel walks have been constructed, 
barren spots have been sodded and much excellent work 
has been done to beautify the grounds. The health of 
the men has also been improved by the more varied 
diet, steady habits and diversified labor encouraged 
among them.

The Army and Navy Gazette thinks that conscription 
for the British Army is becoming more and more in- 
evitable. To avoid this contingency it recommends that 
many of the irksome and invidious laws.that now govern 
the soldier be abrogated. It holds that when his day's 
work is done the soldier should be as free as the laborer, 
who is not followed in his leisure hours by prohibitions 
and restraints and that he be allowed to wear, as the 
latter does, what he pleases at the close of his work. Our 
contemporary says: “Half of the crime of which we 
hear in the Service is*brought about by thus differentiat- 
ing between the soldier and the citizen, and which is 
quite uncalled for. In barracks and in the field the 
sternest rules may obtain, and to a greater extent per- 
haps than in recent years. There should be no mercy fox 
insubordination, for drunkenness on duty, for absence 
without leave, but we should draw a broad and clear 
distinction between a civil offence and a military crime. 
If we adopt this, if we grant the soldier all the freedom 
of the citizen when his duty has been performed, we 
shall give more encouragement to enlistment than by any 
other concessions. A better class of men would elect to 
serve the King willingly and faithfully if they were 
certain of treatment more in accordance with their sen- 
timents of freedom and self-respect.” 
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The Secretary of War is still considering the various 
plans for the Army Transport Service on the Pacific, and 
has, as yet, refused to award the contract to any of the 
large steamship companies which recently submitted bids. 
The Boston Steamship Co., of Seattle, Wash., submitted 
the lowest bid; $100 each for first-class passengers, $4 
a ton for freight and $10 a thousand for lumber. Sen- 





ator Perkins, of California, who is very much interested 
in the matter, called at the War Department with a del- 
egation consisting of ex-Mayor James D. Phelan, of San 
Francisco; W. W. Douglas, State Comptroller of Cali- 
fornia, and R. P. Schwerin, vice-president of the Pacific 
mail line. These gentlemen are said to be in favor of 
buying from the War Department, at prices set by 2 
board to be appointed by the Secretary of War, all the 
vessels now comprising the Army Transport Service, 
operating them and transporting from San Francisco to 
Manila men and supplies at exactly what it has cost the 
Government, making the necessary allowances for run- 
ning the ships. 








There was a theatrical element in the negotiations that 
brought an end to the recent rebellion in Colombia whicl 
is characteristic of Central American method and pro- 
cedure. The contestants were tired, hungry and be- 
draggled. Their ammunition was exhausted, their money 
was gone and the glories of war had grown dismally 
pale. Consequently, the intimation that it was time to 
stop their nonsense and get together in a peace agree- 
ment was heartily welcomed by both sides. It was al- 
so suggested that if they so desired they might meet 
on board the United States battleship Wisconsin. This 
offer was equally acceptable, the negotiations were 
promptly begun and finally, when the treaty was com- 
pleted, the signers concluded the agreement with a para- 
graph expressing thanks for the use of the ship, which 
was “gallantly placed at the disposal of the undersign- 
ed by Rear Admiral Silas Casey.”” One might infer from 
this that the treaty-makers considered themselves the 
bosses of the ship while the negotiations were in pro- 
gress, 
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Rear Admiral Sumner’s success in circumnavigating 
Port Rico and the Windward Islands with the White 
Squadron of the maneuvering fleet, and taking his ships 
into the harbor of Mayaguez, when he was believed by 
the commander of the Blue Squadron to be somewhere 
far away, demonstrates the need of naval scouting boats 
almost as forcibly as did Admiral Cervera’s success in 
taking his squadron into the harbor of Santiago in 1898. 
What Cervera did in actual war and what Sumner has 
done in mimic war shows that in naval operations in- 
volving large problems in strategy there is urgent need 
of more efficient scouting by vessels specially adapted 
to that service—vessels which embody the elements of 
high speed, large fuel capacity and the most thorough 
facilities for signalling. This is one lesson which the 
maneuvers have taught already. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has voted 
to hold back for the present all recess nominations for 
promotion in the Army in the grade of captain and 
below. Senators Cockrell and Bate, of the Committee, 
have been appointed a special committee to inquire into 
the decision of the Secretary of War under which the 
lineal rank of lieutenants was determined. We have 
discussed this question in all its phases at various times, 
and have explained just how the lineal rank of lieu- 
tenants was determined. We learn that it is not the 
Committee's intention to hold back these nominations 
for any length of time, but that the present action was 
chiefly the result of political influence. The members 
of the Committee are satisfied that the arrangement of 
the officers according to their lineal rank is in conformity 
with the law. No action will, however, be taken by the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs before the holi- 
days.

Brig. Gen. Joseph P. Sanger, U.S.A., Director of the 
Philippine census, has again demonstrated his fitness 
for the place by so organizing the work that it will cost 
about $120,000 less than was originally estimated. He 
has scaled the pay allowances of both superiors and 
enumerators whereby the former will receive each $150 
per month instead of $175, and the latter $2 per day 
instead of $2.50, and these, together with other econo- 
mies, will effect a saving entirely unexpected by the 
civil authorities. One commendable stipulation of Gen- 
eral Sanger’s rules is that officers of the Army acting as 
supervisors and enlisted men acting as enumerators 
shall receive the salaries attaching to such positions in 
addition to their regular pay. In the interest of ac- 
curacy in the forthcoming census it is to be hoped that 
the supervisors and enumerators may include as many 
officers and men of the Army as can be temporarily 
spared from military duty.

Should Major Edwin F. Glenn, 5th U.S. Infantry, who 
has been placed on trial before a court-martial at Manila, 
insist upon his demand for the appearance of certain 
witnesses now in the United States, including Major 
General Chaffee and Brig.

Inasmuch as proceedings in the 
case have been adjourned to a day in January not yet 
fixed, it may be that some arrangement can be made 
whereby the officers named will escape the inconvenience 
and loss of time which the long journey to Manila wou!d 
involve. This development in the case strongly empha- 
sizes the remark already ventured in these columns, 
that it is impossible to see what there is to gain by try- 
ing Major Glenn a second time on charges arising from 
the Samar campaign. 


Van Duzer, U.S.N., who has been 
detailed as temporary ac to Mr. Rowen, the United 





States Minister to Venezuela, was selected for the post 
by Admiral Dewey in compliance with instructions from 
the Secretary of the Navy, and he will be an invaluable 
addition to the working force at the American Legation 
at Caracas. As executive officer of the U.8.8. Machias 
Lieutenant Van Duzer has been close to the scene of 
the disturbances of the last year in Central and South 
America, and his experience will be immensely useful to 
Minister Bowen in disposing of the great volume of busi- 
ness that has been turned over to him because of the 
withdrawal of foreign diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives from the Venezuelan capital. In addition to 
the interests of the United States, Minister Bowen now 
represents those of Great Britain, Germany, Italy and 
Holland. He naturally wants help, and in sending Lieu- 
tenant Van Duzer to his relief Admiral Dewey has 
shown a keen appreciation of the situation.

Secretary Moody has approved and transmitted to 
Congress the report of the naval board appointed to 
select a site for the proposed naval training station on 
the Great Lakes. The report recommends that the sta- 
tion be located on Lake Michigan at a point below 43.30 
North latitude, which would permit the adoption of ua 
site either at Chicago or anywhere on the shore line 
ranging southward along the northern boundary of In 
diana. For the purposes of the station the Secretary 
of the Navy asks an appropriation of $250,000, and 
he urges the point that prompt action would be in the 
interest of economy in that it would prevent any forced 
inflation of land values in districts where sites are avail- 
able. It is perfectly clear from tthe Secretary's state- 
ment that a quick purchase means a cheap purchase. 











Representative Bull, of Rhode Island, a member of 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs, has a plan, a 
press despatch reports, for increasing the personnel of 
the Navy, which goes beyond the recommendations of 
Secretary Moody in enabling men from the ranks 19 
obtain commissions. He has drafted a bill which pro- 
vides that chief boatswains, chief gunners, boatswains, 
gunners and warrant machinists, under the age of 40, 
shall be appointed acting ensigns, and after a proba- 
tionary period of two years, if they pass a satisfactory 
examination, permanent appointments as ensigns in th: 
line of promotion be given them. Such a provision would 
result in the appointment of about sixty ensigns, all of 
them men who had spent from fifteen to twenty years in 
the Navy.

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TITLES OF NAVY STAFF OFFICERS. 
The following interesting correspondence explains it- 


self: 
New York City, Nov. 17, 1902. 
Hen. William H. Moody, 
Secretary Navy. 

Sir:—Desiring to not withhold from any officer of 
the Navy his proper title, when I address him verbally, 
or in writing, 1 beg to be instructed how I am to con- 
strue paragraph 7 of the “personnel bill,” which reads, 
“Neither shall this act be construed as changing the 
titles of officers in the staff corps of the Navy.” Certain 
officers of the staff corps have by Act of Congress been 
given the rank of Rear Admiral. Some of these are on 
the retired list and others temporarily serving as Chiefs 
of the Bureaux in the Navy Department. 

Congress had, previous to the passage of the personnel 
bill, fixed the titles of these officers, such as “Surgeon 
General,” “Paymaster General,” et al. ‘ 

My reason for troubling the Department arises from 
a sincere desire to be right in this matter and to not 
address a Civil Engineer or Naval Constructor—for the 
time being in charge of Bureaux—as “Kear Admiral,” 
although for obvious reasons they have been given that 
rank. And as a further example, should I address actual 
and ex-Surgeon and Paymasters General as “Rear Ad- 
miral ?” 

he Department’s ruling in the premises will relieve 
me and many others from a serious embarrassment which 
now exists in and out of the Service, as to the proper 
titles of staff officers in the Navy.

Sir:—Keferring to your request to be informed as to 
the manner in which staff officers of the Navy are to 
be addressed, the Department informs you that staff 
officers holding office as Chief of Bureau are entitled 
to the title of Rear-Admiral, but in all other cases, so 
far as they have been passed upon by the Department, 
staff officers of the Navy, whether active or retired, 
come within the prohibition of the clause of Section 7 
of the Navy Personnel Act, which reads as follows: 

“Neither shall this Act be construed as changing the 
titles of officers in the staff corps of the Navy.” 

This question came up for the decision of the De- 
partment in the case of Pay Director J. A. Smith, United 
States Navy (retired), who was called upon by the De- 
partment for an explanation of his assumption of the 
title of Rear Admiral. In his reply Pay Director Simth 
contended that by his removal from the active list of 
Pay Directors to the retired list of officers of the Navy, 
he was removed from the Pay Corps and that his status 
became that of a retired officer of the Navy without 
corps rank, corps grade or corps designation, but with 
rank on the retired list as Rear Admiral. Mr. Smith 
claimed that he had no other lawful title, and that Con- 
gress having conferred upon him the rank of that grade 
he had the right to explain his status as an officer by 
using that title. 

The Department held in its findings on Pay Director 
Smith’s claim that by a long established practice in the 
Navy, officers in the staff corps retired are to be treated 


us members of their several corps respectively. When 
a Medical Director has been. retired, he has 
been retired as a Medical Director, and when 
a Pay Director has been retired, it has been 
as a Pay Director, etc., ete. Corps distinctions 
have not been abolished, but still exist on the retired 


list of the Navy, consequently the contention of Pay 
Director Smith, that the staff corps exist only on the 
active list, and that corps distinctions cease on an 
officer’s being retired, is not tenable. That officer was 
clearly never appointed a Rear Admirai on the retired 
list. Never having been appointed or commissioned as 
such, his status is that of a Pay Director (retired), 


with rank of Rear Admiral, and his case comes within 
the conditions of the section of the Navy Personnel Act 
quoted above. 


By this decision of the Department, staff officers of 
the Navy, whether on the active or retired list, unless 
holding office as Chief of Bureau, are not entitled to 
assume line titles. 

This is entirely in accord with the opinion, dated 
April 8, 1899, rendered by the Attorney General, in 
relation to the retirement of officers of the Navy, with 
the rank of Captain, pursuant to Section 11 of the Navy 
Personnel Act of March 3, 1899, wherein he refers to 
officers of such corps, so retired, as Medical Directors 
with the rank of Rear Admiral, and similarly Pay Di- 
rectors with the rank of Rear Admiral.

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“INSPECTORS FOR THE ARTILLERY.” 


To THE Eprror oF TIE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The Chief of Artillery calls attention in his annual 
report to the great want of Artillery inspectors. 

The need of men who can do this work properly is so 
apparent to the old officers of the Artillery that the ma- 
jority of them think, no doubt, that it is useless to ex- 
plain or emphasize what is self-evident. But it is not 
so self-evident, perhaps, to the non-military men, such 
as our legislators are composed of, with few exceptions. 

One may issue hundreds of orders from Army, depart- 
ment, district and post headquarters, but if these orders 
are not followed by frequent and most painstaking in- 
spections, it is not safe to assume that they will always 
be carried out as intended. One cause or another is 
sure to spring up that will make of these orders “dead 
letters” in time. Not so, however, if followed up by 
persistent, intelligent inspections, not of the “whether 
the blouse is buttoned up to the chin or not” kind, but 
by liberal, broad-minded inspections. ‘These inspections 
will do more than the order will, and net because there 
is a lack of disposition to obey orders, but because ex- 
perience teaches or shows that the passing of time dulls 
the memory, and that in the struggle for existence, in 
whatever field, it so often happens that trivial matters 
come to crowd out the more important ones. 

I can almost hear a volley of criticisms fired at me as T 
write. “This ought not to be,” they will say. Well, I 





am well aware of that, but the writer’s experience is as 
good as that of the average officer, and he asserts with 
his friends, “Yes, it ought to be so,” but it is not so, all 
the same. 

Let us have our honest differences if we will, but let 
us have at least the two inspectors as recommended by 
the Chief of Artillery. 


Two is indeed a minimum num- 


ber. Three would answer the purpose better, for the 
inspector’s work on the Atlantic and Gulf sea-coast, 1s 
certainly at least double that of the Pacific. Let us then 
have two to start with. We might be able to mend this 
later on. A half loaf is better than a slice, and even a 
slice is lots compared to nothing. 

Now if we have these inspectors, they should have 
as high a rank under the chief as possible. ‘The chief 
should at least have the rank of brigadier general, :and 
the inspectors that of Colonel of Artillery, selected from 
among its colonels for their attainments. For this pur- 
pose instead of the present number of colonels (four- 
fourteen (14) we should have fifteen (15) colonels in all. 
‘Luirteen (13) as district commanders, and two (2) extra 
colonels as inspectors. Especially at this time, when so 
many of the officers of the Artillery, including captains, 
are recent appointees, and who, therefore, have so little 
experience in Artillery matters, does this need of in- 
spectors appear to be most urgent. 

To give an inspector a less rank than colonel would 
never be productive of the best possible results. We 
again hear criticism on this point. “An inspector is an 
inspector whatever his rank, and if he tearlessly does his 
duty what matters his rank?’ Yes, this is also very 
true. ‘he fact remains, however, that rank carries with 
it a certain amount of influence and weight, in spite of 
anything that can be stated to the contrary. A young 
major, say, appointed as inspector, visits a post com- 
manded by a colonel. He finds much to criticise, let us 
assume. Will he feel as free to administer his criticism 
as an older officer with higher rank would, and will the 
older officer in that case pay as strict attention to the 
warnings of the younger man? 

We can never lose sight of the fact that underneath 
every military problem there is always a psychological 
one—“human nature.” You may change the former, but 
never the latter. At all events, these suggestions are 
offered for what they may be worth to anyone liberal- 
minded enough to receive them in the spirit in which they 
are given. 

Now, also, with regard to the Chief of Artillery. Who 
can deny that an officer upon whose shoulders rests the 
responsibility of so great a number of officers and men 
(eighteen thousand or thereabouts) should have at least 
the rank of brigadier general? 

It is scarcely any answer to say, in the writer’s hun- 
ble opinion, “why not let the Infantry or Cavalry have a 
chief?’ Every brigadier general in the army is a chief 
of his principal arm, Infantry, and there are generals 
who comniand divisions and corps and armies, and there 
are generals who command divsions of Cavalry, and so 
on, who. when emergencies require, are chiefs of their 
sub-divisions as well, and there is the general in com- 
mand of the whole Army, who is the chief of them all. 

If the Artillery nowadays with the technical know!- 
edge required of it does not need a chief with the rank 
of brigadier general, why then do the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, the Engineer Corps, the supply depots, etc., need 
one with that rank? Can it be stated that modern ar- 
tillery does not require as high and technical attain- 
ments as any other branch or the Service‘ ‘rue, its 
business is only “to hit” as its first duty, “to hit” as 
its second duty and “to hit” as its third duty, as the 
well-known German Prince has tersely remarked; but 
while this is easy enough, in so far as regards the mak- 
ing of the simple statement, the greatest of difficulties in 
practice have been met with, and are continually being 
met with. Difficulties which, for the successful accor.- 
plishment of their object, have levied and continue to 
levy, by no means an insignificant contribution, upon all 
branches of scientific knowledge. Thus may we not 
assert that higher mathematics, electricity, metallurgy, 
meteorology, mechanics, ballistics, chemistry and physics 
may be mentioned as some of the sciences with which the 
successful artillerist of to-day is required to be familiar? 

Let us earnestly hope, therefore, that Congress, in its 
wisdom will thus shortly pass a bill that will lift the 
Artillery upon a higher plane of efficiency and greatly in- 
crease its usefulness.

CHAFFEE TO SUCCEED YOUNG IN COMMAND. 

Major Generals Corbin, Young and Chaffee will attend 
the annual dinner of the Chamber of Commerce which 
is to be held in Cleveland, Ohio. Genera! Corbin, who 
is a native of Ohio, will be one of the principal speakers 
of the evening and will make a speech in answer to the 
toast of “The Army,”’ making a strong argument for the 
passage of the general staff bill of the War Department 
now before Congress. He will explain the provisions of 
the bill and what evils of Army administration it is in- 
tended to eradicate. General Corbin will say in part 


as follows: 

“The bill does not increase the number of officers but 
continues the number and rank now provided for the 
Army. In the event the senior officer is not selected for 
Chief of Staff, provision is made that he shall have a 
command commensurate with his rank and experience. 
The exacting duties of administration and detail may not 
always appeal to the senior general. In such instances 
only would the provision of the detail of another than 
the senior apply. That there has been friction no one 
can wonder. ‘That there has not been more is a matter 
for congratulation. Perfect harmony of administration 
is no more possible under existing conditions of law and 
regulations conflicting with constitutional provisions, 
than the placing of two pegs in one hoie. 

“Secretary Root finds faulty administration due to a 
lack of proper organization and co-oruination. He offers 
a bill that in his judgment will cure the existing evils 
and make harmony, intelligence and efficiency take the 
place of confusion and apparent contention, the blame 
for which cannot rightfully be chargea to men, but to 
the conflict of law and regulations, with the most clearly 
defined provision of the Constitution. Just so long as 
the Constitution stands, just so long must the command 
of the Army rest under the President and his constitu- 
tional representative and executive officer, the Secre- 
tary of War. Upon these conditions not only the Sec- 
retary of War, but the President should have the advice 
and counsel of the best military experts that can be given 
them by a Chief of Staff, who will.be selected by the 
President from among the general officers of the Army, 
and supporting the Chief of Staff a board of military 
experts. This is a solution entirely in consonance with 
our form of Government. It gives the President and 
Secretary of War the information necessary for intelli- 
gent and efficient administration. It serves to accentu- 
ate in a forceful way the subordination of the military 
to civil authority. Mr. Root’s plan is not the German or 
French plan, or that existing in any foreign army.” 

General Corbin will continue as follows: 

“You join me in hearty congratulations on the prospec- 
tive promotion of gallant General ge to the rank 
of lieutenant general in August next. 0 follow him 
in that grade, you will have the further pleasure of re. 
joicing with me in the promotion of my long time friend 
and comrade, dear old Chaffee. While our careers on the 
active list have not wholly run, we are nearing the end. 
Our long service makes us competent to bear testimony. 
Bach of us has already more than forty years of ser- 
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vice, and collectively it covers almost a century and a 
quarter. While our service has been long, and at times 
tedious and severe, we have the satisfaction that goes 
with abundant reward. In passing let me say that in 
each general present the youth of the land will find an 
inspiration that will cheer him on, each of us having 
started on our careers as farmer’s boys with no aid 
but our own efforts, demonstrating in a way that in this 
country all things are possible to all men. 

“The young man who enters the Army should under- 
stand that he consecrates his life to patriotism and 
comparative poverty. The rewards in the unuer 
any conditions are tew. The youth desirous of fame and 
fortune shou.u not seek a place in tne military Service. 
Civil life offers a far more truittul field. In the Army 
few can have high rank, anu but few of these ever reach 
the dignity of real and everlasting fame. In all our 
history Washington, Grant, Sherman and Sheridan alone 
have reached it. Many others have achieved high rank, 
and great distunction and the respect and admiration of 
their countrymen. The same talent, application and 
enterprise that gains rank and distinction in the Army 
would in the business or professional world bring far 
greater reward, both in the -way of position and com- 
pensation. Many deserving officers wear their lives away 
without the reward of rank. ‘The fact is, there never has 
been or ever will there be places for all or any consider- 
able number ot the deserving, however strong their claims 
so that at life’s end the greater number must console 
tnemselves with the consciousness of duty. well done. 
This is not the reward that glitters, but it comforts, ang 
all in all, it is about the best that can come to the most 
favored. It is within the reach of all and we can but 
call him fortunate who gains it, but continued effort, and 
the constant application of the principles of true man- 
hood are necessary to its possession. It is a decoration 
that the man with the gun can win quite as readily as 
the officer with the sword. It is becoming the citizen 
and soldier alice.”

‘Old Glory.’ His record in the service of our country 
is one of which any man might well be proud. It mat- 
ters not what changes of personnel may occur; how 
many of us may come and go; the record of the regi- 
ment will still stand. 

“Colonels may come and colonels may go, but the 
regiment goes on forever. This regiment has a record 
that would be enviable to any regiment in any army on 
the face of the globe—excepting none. This will proba- 
bly be my last opportunity of saying farewell to my 
old regiment. I am glad to have the opportunity be- 
fore leaving the Army. With these few remarks, spoken 
from my heart, I will say good-bye to the officers and 
men of the Sth Infantry.” 





WAR IN VENEZUELA. 


With the establishment of a blockade of the coast of 
Venezuela to begin on Dec. 20 the Anglo-German move- 
ment against that coumtry has developed into a state of 
actual war. Both Great Britain and Germany have 
disclaimed any purpose of acquiring territory and an- 
nounce that they have no intention of landing troops 
on Venezuelan soil. Mr. Bowen, United States ‘Minister 
at Caracas, is reported to have received full authority 
from the Venezuelan Government to negotiate with the 
allied powers with a view to the arbitration of all mat- 
ters in dispute. London despatches report that British 
sentiment is seriously in favor of arbitration, but ad- 
vices from Berlin intimate that the proposal meets with 
little favor in Germany. Minister Bowen’s labors at 
Caracas have increased so largely because of the de- 
parture of the diplomatic and consular representatives of 
Germany, Great Britain, Italy and Holland that he has 
applied to the Mpeg esse Government for an assistant, 
and as a result the following correspondence has : 

“Dewey, San Juan: Send competent officer with des- 
patch (hurry) in torpedo destroyer or other fast vessel 
Caracas as assistant to American Minister. Moody.” 

“To Marietta, La Guayra: Send Van Deuser :Lieu- 
tenant and executive officer of the Marietta) to Caracas 
as assistant to American Minister temporarily. Dewey.”

She shared his hardships, his achievements and his 
splendid distinction with a certain dignity and reserve 
which never failed. The vicissitudes of Army life, 
in peace and war, proved her all that a soldier's wife 
should be—strong, siucere, sympathetic, brave in the 
face of reverses and unspoiled in the hour of triumph. 
Her confidence in the ultimate success of her husband, 
even when his skies were cloudiest, her helpfulness to 
him at the time when he was most in need of help, 
and her serene faith in the judgment which the world 
should pass upon his career aftord an accurate meas- 
urement of the depth and breadth of her character. 
She was a good wife and a good mother, responding in 
both respects to the noblest ideals of American woman- 
hood. It is an impressive and becoming tribute to her 
modest, earnest, womanly life and influence that a 
grateful nation has provided that overlooking the beauti- 
ful Hudson she shall rest beside her great husband in 
the stateliest sepulchre of the Western world, 

Mrs. Frances Helen Lewis, widow of the late Col. 
John R. Lewis, U.S.A., retired, and mother of Capt. 
Frederick W. Lewis, 29th U.S. Inf., and Harold B. 
Lewis, died at Buffalo, N.Y., Dec. 17. 

Major Gen. Wager Swayne, U.S.A., retired; who died 
in New York Dec. 18 in his sixty-ninth year, was a 
splendid type of the American patriot and soldier, whose 
life in both peace and war conformed to the finest ideals 
of our citizenship. Like his father, the late Justice 
Noah H. Swayne, of the United States Supreme Court, 
he possessed a sense of devotion to free institutions 
which became the dominant impulse of his career and 
which received eloquent expression in valiant service and 
sacrifice in the Civil War. He was made a brevet 
brigadier general for gallant and meritorious service in 
the action at Rivers Bridge, 8.C., brevet major general 
for gallant and meritorious service during the war and 
received the Medal of Honor for conspicuous gallantry 
in the battle of Corinth, Miss. As an officer of the 
Army, as a lawyer, and as a broad-minded private citi- 
zen, General Swayne exerted an influence at once pow- 
erful and wholesome. His career added dignity and 
strength to the institutions which he helped to maintain, 
and his record is the eloquent story of a pure, unselfish 
and useful life. 

Major H. B. Reese, Paymaster, U.S.A., retired, died 
at his home in Lancaster, Ohio, on Nov. Major 
Reese was the father of the wife of Comdr. A. CO. Baker, 
U.S.N., and grandfather of Asst. Paym. C. Sherman 
Baker, U.S.N.

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INSPECTOR GENERAL’S DEPARTMENT. 


In a hearing before the House Military Committee on 
lec. 17 General Breckinridge opposed the sections of the 
staff bill which provide for the gradual abolition of the 
Iuspector General's Department. He quoted at length 


from statements made by military officers from General 
Washington down, commending the work of the In- 
spector General’s Department, and expressing the opinion 
that its maintenance and proper equipment were abso- 
lately necessary to the good of the Service. Members 
ot the Committee questioned General Breckinridge closely 
in regard to the work of his department during the 
Spanish War, and particular reference was made to the 
discovery of the postal frauds in Cuba. General Breck- 
inridge said he had told General Wood that it was merely 
, question as to whether he would reveal the true con- 
dition of affairs or have them revealed by the Inspector 
(jeneral’s Department. General Wood said he would 
readily sustain any inspection. The inspection then 
made resulted in the discovery of the postal frauds. ‘The 
ime was true in regard to the commissary scandals in 

e Philippines, General Breckinridge said, which would 
not have been discovered but for the investigation of 
the Inspector General’s Department. 

General Breckinridge said: “Our method is not to 
have scandals, but to prevent them. The officers who 
were caught were new men in the Service and not fa- 
miliar with our inspection. The older men in the Ser- 
vice knew of our methods of inspection, which operate 
to prevent them from committing frauds. Abolish the 
inspection and there would be no end of frauds. In 
the last war the only general killed was one upon the 
rolls of the Inspector General’s corps—General Lawton. 
(hey say we are subject to criticism, but I think we 
re also subject to commendation from those for whom 
we have labored. 

“The military critics of the world have declared that 
sue Army in the last war was the best the country ever 
raised, and its efficiency was the work of the Inspector 
(jeneral’s Department. Whatever fault there may have 
heen was in those who were above inspection. Those 
vho were subject to inspectlon were found to be all 
right. 

“I consider General MacArthur about the ablest gen- 
ral we have, and I wish your committee would call hin 
hefore you and ask him his opinion upon the matter.”

By direction of the Secretary of War the following is 
published for the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned: 

1. The necessity for the close restriction upon recruit- 
ing for the Army imposed by General Orders No. 108, 
Oct. 2%, 1902, from this office, having now passed, active 
recruiting for all arms will be resumed as follows: 

At military posts, under the provisions of paragraphs 
953 and 954 of the Regulations. 

At city stations of the general recruiting service, un- 
der such special instructions regarding the game as have 
been or may be given from time to time by the Adjutant 
General. 

2. Until further orders persons under the age of 
twenty-one years will not be enlisted, and extreme cau- 
tion must be exercised in the cases of young men apply- 
ing for enlistment who claim to be twenty-one years of 
age or a few months over that age. The unsupported 
statements of such applicants must not be accepted, 
but to be eligible for enlistment they must furnish com- 
petent proof to remove any doubt regarding age. 

3. Enlistments and re-enlistments must be without 
conditions, and no promise must be made to men upon 
enlistment regarding services at home or abroad, as 
they will be assigned according to the best interests of 
the Service.

An examination of the published list of “Midals of 
honor, issued by the War Department, up te and in- 
cluding Oct. 31, 1897," shows that some medals have 
been awarded for “‘soldier-like qualities’’ under the pro- 
visions of the resolutions of Congress approved July 12, 
1862. Under the regulations of the President dated June 
26, 1897, published as paragraph 1% of the Army Regula- 
tions of 1901 (copy inclosed), medals of hohor cannot now 
be awaraed solely for the “soldier-like qualities,” neither 
ean they be awarded for some of the deeus mentioned in 
the published list referred to, for which medals were con- 
ferred prior to 1897. The regulations of the President are 
based upon the act of Congress approved March 3, 
which authorized the Pfesident to present medals 
honor to “such officers, non-commissioned o‘ficers, 
privates as have most distinguished, or who may here- 
after most distinguish themselves in action,” 
plications are classified as follows: 

1. Those for services rendered prior to Jan. 1, 1890. 
at Those for services rendered subsequent to Jan, 1, 

3. Those for services rendered after June 30, 1897. 

Those of the first class embrace the Civil War period 
and in most of these cases there is an entire lack ot 
record evidence of individual acts of heroism; that is, 
of any kind of a record of such acts made at the time. 
There was no regulation on the subject until 1897, and 
the great majority of cases rest upon the affidavits of 
witnesses, embodying statements of their recol of 
events that occurred more than thirty-six years . 
With reference to cases Subsequent to Jan. 1, 1890, the 
regulations require recommendations to be made at the 
time of the action, while cases arising after June 30, 1897, 
are required to be forwarded within one year af tne 
performance of the act for which the award is be 
through the regular channels, with the opinion of the 
commanding Officers indorsed thereon, after thorough in- 
vestigation. 


If a regulation had been in force during the Civil 
War with requirements similar to those ap to 
cases since June 30, 1897, no doubt many would have re- 


ceived medals who are’now unable to furnish sa’ 
evidence, and many now dead would nave been thus 
honored. As a consequence, numerous unrecorded heroes 
are discriminated against when medals are awarded for 
service during the Civil War upon applications filed long 
after the event. 

The difficulties involved in the decision of cases of this 
class are great, but the board has been aided and guided 
in the consideration of cases referred to by the para- 
graph (1%) of the Regulations referred to and th 
following decisions of Secretaries and Assistant 
taries of War: 

(Twenty-two decisions are here quoted. They are all 
to the effect that the Congressional medals of honor 
were not to be presented to officers for bravely leading 
their troops in action, no matter what measure of brav- 
ery may have been displayed, for fhis service is due 
from the officer as a leader, but inseaa that the medals 
are to be conferred for most conspicuous acts of: per- 
sonal gallantry or self-sacrifice rather than beyond or 
above the mere cail of duty. Ed.) 

In the light of these decisions the board, considering 
each case upon its merits, has confined recommendations 
for favorable action to cases of most distinguished per- 
sonal bravery or self-sacrifice above or beyond the call 
of duty, includi particular deeds of gallantry, so con- 
spicuous as to clearly distinguish the soldier above his 
comrades, involving risk of life or the performance of 
more than ordinary hazardous duty, and which, if - 
ted or refused to be done, would not uate sn the 
person to censure as for shortcoming or im the 
performance of his duty.

Gen. A. W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer of the Army, 
explained to the House Committee on Military Affairs 
on Dec. 9, the cause of the increased estimate of $20,- 
000 made for the Signal Corps. He said that the annu- 
al maneuvers of the Army, which had now become a 
regular part of the instruction of the Army, requirec 
extra men in the Signal Corps. By June 1, 1908, Gen- 
eral Greely said, 2,000 miles of telegraph lines will be 
completed in Alaska and will have to be cared for and 
repaired. The re-arrangement of the troops in the 
Philippines will necessitate that many miles of new 
telephone and telegraph lines be constructed in order 
that all of the garrisons may be kept in communication. 
In reply to a question asked by Representative Mon- 
dell of the committee if he had much faith in the im- 
mediate development of the wireless telegraph systems, 
General Greely said: “I had a contract that expired 
Oct. 1, to replace the Naritan cable and the company de- 
faulted in their contract. That is an American company. 
I had another contract with the Marconi Company to put 
in a system of 146 miles, which expired on the Ist of 
October. They defaulted on that contract. These are 
practical results. I have said that I have the money to 
pay them if they had anything that would work; I have 
notified them by public proposals to that effect.” Gen- 
eral Greely also spoke of the new fire control and direc- 
tion system which is to be tested in January at Pensa-

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NATIVE TROOPS FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


To the testimony of various officers of the Army in 
favor of using native troops in the vhilippines we are 
now enabled to add that of Lieut. John W. Ward, 20th 

U.S. Inf., late commanding Co. A, Native Scouts, First 

District, Department of Northern Luzon. Lieutenant 
Ward's views are given in an article in the current num- 
ber of the Journal of the Military Service Institution, 
and it is but fair to say that he makes the strongest plea 
for the use of native troops that has yet been presented. 
In nearly two years of service in the Philippines 
Lieutenant Ward had personal experience with four dif- 
ferent companies of native Scouts, one of which he com- 
manded for eleven mouths. In that time he knew of uo 
desertion nor of any attempt to desert. He found that 
the Scouts made good and willing soldiers in both field 
and garrison, “looking on their officers as a child .wou'd 
look on its father.” Their energy and endurance are 
remarkable; in strength and agility they are unsurpassed 
by any white race; they never shirk or sulk, are always 
good humored and ready for business, and on many 
marches after guerrillas in the mountains they continued 
the pursuit long after the white soldiers had been forced 
by exhaustion to give up the chase. The Filipino, says 
Lieutenant Ward, looks upon military authority as the 
very highest of all legal power, even above the law, and 
if he can get to be a soldier his happiness is complete. 
He is quick to learn, brave, amenable to discipline, and, 
when properly led, makes a splendid fighter. When he 
enlists he holds himself above all citizens and civilians, 
his conduct and bearing improve, and his pride in his 
uniform is unmistakable. He understands the obligations 
of a soldier, having inherited from his race the instincts 
of and the desire to be a soldier. He is accustomed to 
yield obedience, and he can strike the enemy swiftly and 
hard, with no compunction about hurting him. “Ob- 
servation and experience,” Lieutenant Ward continues, 
“lead me to believe that the Filipino, if properly handled, 
will make a good and loyal soldier. He is especially 
fitted for service in his own country. I believe that no 
expense should be spared to properly organize and equip 
them.” He states that to obtain the best results with 
Filipino troops they should always be commanded by 
officers from another race than their own, adding: “AlI- 
though he has few characteristics of the American ne- 
gro, like the negro, the Filipino does not want his com- 
mander to be of his own people; he does not and will 
not trust them, while his trust and reliance in his Ameri- 
ean officers amounts almost to worship. Then the high- 
er standard of the Americans in everything is one that 
he emulates. The American’s strength, strictness and 
justness win the respect and admiration of the natives.” 

Lieutenant Ward holds that the native troops should 
receive good pay and rations and that they should have 
a distinctive uniform, of good material, conspicuously 
er fancifully trimmed, for garrison wear; something to 
make a good appearance, neat, well-fitting, and dressy. 
“This,” he continues, “will do much toward attracting 
the more desirable class of natives to enlist. For field 
service give him another uniform, (working clothes for 
work), of a color that will help screen him in the brush 
or broken country. In their home life the natives, even 
the richer classes, are barefooted a great deal of the 
time, sometimes wearing a list slipper—hardly ever a 
shoe. My experience, from observation, is that they can 
go farther and last longer when barefooted. When on 
an especially hard trip my Scouts always took off their 
shoes. I do not think the native troops should be given 
the regular issue shoe, but rather, a light, dressy, moc- 
easin-like shoe or sandal, that would not ruin their feet 
while in garrison, and could easily be slipped off when 
ov the march in the mud and when on a mountain- 
eus or recky trail,” 

We have quoted at length from Lieutenant Ward's ex- 
eeedingly interesting paper because it shows that he has 
reached certain definite conclusions concerning a subject 
of increasing importance to our military establishment. 
His experience with the Filipinos is entitled to the most 
attentive consideration. His sincerity is manifest in 
every line he writes and his enthusiasm is both sane and 
exhilerating. It is with some reluctance, therefore, that 
we venture to point out what appear to be certain serious 
inconsistencies between his conclusions and his premises. 
The beginning of his paper is devoted to a keen analysis 
of Filipino character and habit, in the course of which 
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we find these statements: “The Filipino does not think 
it morally wrong to live by brigandage and robbery.” 
“He can if he will be as savage and cruel as any wild 
beast of the Indian jungle.” “They are not just.” “They 
have little respect for an oath.” ‘‘At their least sus- 
picion of a white man they show insuperable stubborn- 
ness and grow sullen.” “The old piratical strain of the 
Malay is yet strong within them.” In view of these 
statements as to the moral character of the Filipino, 
we venture that the time has not yet arrived when it 
would be safe to enlist any very large body of native 
troops in the islands. Time, education, and association 
with American soldiers and civilians may’ bring the 
Filipino up to United States standards of sfitness for 
military service. Meanwhile, we do not believe that 
Lieutenant Ward himself, if engaged in recruiting ser- 
vice, would take the responsibility of enlisting any ap- 
plicant possessed of the moral qualities which he here 
ascribes to the Filipino.

RAILROADS IN WAR. 


Capt. John McAuley Palmer, 15th U.S. Infantry, 
contributes to the North American Review an article on 
“Railroad Building as a Mode of Warfare” in support 
of the proposition that the railroad is not only an efti- 
cient weapon but a cheap one—‘“the most potent en- 
gine of modern war.” Its value, Captain Palmer con- 
tends, has been most strikingly demonstrated in the Uni- 
ted States, for instance, in the vast region lying west of 
the Missouri, an unconquered wilderness which was com- 
pletely subdued within ten years after the appearance of 
the Pacific railroads. The commercial effect of these 
roads has been so great that we are likely to overlook 
their military aspect; we conquered the west so easily 
with them that we can scarcely compute the military ef- 
fort that would have been required to produce the same 
results without them. For purposes of conquest, says 
Captain Palmer, “the railroad would seem to be the most 
efficient and economical military weapon; but if the ob- 
ject be the ultimate civilization and elevation of the con- 
quered race, it would seem to be still more appropriate.” 
He points out that sooner or later the railroad, unlike 
other military weapons, will help toward its own main- 
tenance, developing industry and markets and thus ad- 
vancing the institutions of civilization and peace. While 
disclaiming any purpose of advocating Government own- 
ership of railroads, as a general proposition, Captain 
Palmer nevertheless believes that a government system 
of railways in the Philippines as a military measure 
would be enormously valuable—so valuable, in fact, that 
the savings in the cost of military occupation would cover 
the entire amount of the investment. It is estimated by 
the Philippine Civil Commission that a system of” in- 
sular narrow gauge railways can be built at a cost of 
not more than $35,000 per mile. 
interest on the investment would be $1,050 pér mile.) An 
annual charge of $3,000 per mile would cover interest, 
maintenance, and transportation service, even if there 
were no revenue from traffic. A railway to Manila from 
both ends of Luzon would be less than 700 miles long. 
A system of 1,000 miles long would bring every important 
point of Luzon within one day’s journey of Manila. 
This service would cost but $3,000,000 per annum, but 
a small percentage of the present cost of military occupa. 
tion. “But,” says Captain Palmer, “this annual cost as- 
sumes no revenue at all from traffic, a condition that 
would not exist even at the beginning. It would not be 
long before the system would more than meet its annual 
charges. 1,000 miles of railway for an area of 45,000 
square miles and a population of 4,000,000 would be a 
small proportion, even in the tropics. The State of Lllin- 
ois, with q population of 5,000,000, supports 11,000 miles 
of railway. It seems almost'vertain that, as a mere mili 
tary measure, and with no idea of investment, a govern- 
ment system of railroads in Luzon would pay. It would 
enormously increase the efficiency of the military garri- 
son, and would greatly decrease the cost of the transport 
of supplies. It would probably pay the United States to 
build such a system, even if no commercial business were 
carried, and even if the American occupation should ter- 
minate in ten years. The same conditions would apply to 
other islands than Luzon.” ‘The question of internal 
transportation in the Philippines will become more ur- 
gent the longer we maintain large bodies of troops in the 
islands. The more efficient the transportation becomes 
the fewer troops we shall have to keep there, but whether 
the railways shall be built by the Government or by pri- 
vate corporations is an unsolved problem. That an exten- 
sive system of railroads in the islands would help to main- 
tain peace and promote commercial development admits of 
no more doubt than does the statement that if there had 
been such a system available in Luzon when the insur- 
rection began the military effort required to suppress it 
would have.been a mere fraction of what it actually was. 
And it may be taken as a fair proposition that the work 
of the United States Army in the Archipelago will 
diminish steadily with the increase in modern facilities 
for transportation. ' 
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Brig. Gen. George M. Randall, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of the Columbia, has recommended an‘ 
the Secretary of War has approved a plan that is bound 
to enlist still further interest in athletic sports in the 
Army. It provides that both officers and men shall re- 
receive permission, under proper restriction, to take 
part in athletic contests at other posts than the ones et 
which they are stationed, and that the time thus occu- 
pied shall not be considered as a leave or a furlough, 
but shall be noted on the returns in tne same manner

that absence with leave to hunt is noted under 'the present 
rules. The importance of this arrangement is that it 
encourages field and other sports. by providing for inter- 
post contests and makes it possible for officers and men 
to engage in them without having the time so spent 
charged against them as a leave. Secretary Root also 
favors a system whereby there may be an annual tourna- 
ment of field sports in every military department, pro- 
vided those events shall be conducted without expense 
to the Government, and this is exactly in line with the 
policy of encouraging systematic instruction in athletics 
throughout the Army. The results of Secretary Root’s 
effort to promote athletic sports in the Service will be of 
great practical benefit, not only to the soldier as an in- 
dividual, but to the enlisted force as a whole. One of the 
niost important duties of the military authorities is to 
make Army life as attractive as possible to the enlisted 
man, partly in order that he may be induced to re-enlist 
when his time expires and partly to bring into the Ser- 
vice a desirable class of new men. The seasoned man 
who has adapted himself to military requirements and 
learned the soldier’s calling deserves all possible consid- 
eration from the Government. His training represents 
an investment of the people’s money, and his availability 
for service is a valuable asset which should be carefully 
guarded. For that reason everything that tends to make 
life pleasant for him, including greater freedom for 
sports, frequent leave, good pay and good rations, are 
all justified on the solid grounas of sound military policy.

One immediate effect of the grave complications which 
have arisen in Venezuela is to give increased urgency to 
the need of. coaling and supply stations for the Unite 
States Navy on the coasts of Cuba. The success of any 
forcible assertion, by the United States Government, 
of the Monroe Doctrine in behalf of Venezuela or any 
other Republic on the Western Hemisphere would depen:! 
almost entirely upon the Navy, and in order to succeed 
the Navy would have to be in the highest attainable 
state of efficiency. This means that not only must our 
ships and their crews be kept in a condition of thorough 
preparedness, but that they must have accessible bases 
within the zones of possible conflict to which they may 
proceed for coal and other supplies as well as for minor 
repairs. It is fortunate, therefore, that the question of 
sites for naval stations in Cuba has an encouraging 
prospect of early settlement. With the probable ratifica- 
tion of the reciprocity treaty recently negotiated with 
the Cuban Government by Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
U.S.A., as the representative of the United States, where- 
by the products of each country are to enter the markets 
of the other under a 20 per cent. reduction in prevailing 
tariff rates, the matter of naval stations will be taken up 
for immediate consideration. The original desire of the 
United States for two naval stations on the north coast 
of Cuba, one at Havana and one at Nipe Bay, and two 
on the south coast, one at Guantanamo and the other at 
Cienfuegos, is said to have been modified in deference to 
the objection of the Cubans to the presence of the fort'- 
fications of a foreign power in the harbor of their capital 
city. It is now understood that the United States will 
be satisfied with two stations on the south coast at the 
points already named, and one on the rorth coast, not 
far from Havana nor yet near enough to be distasteful 
to the Cuban Government. The impression prevails in 
official circles in Washington that if the pending recipro- 
city treaty is promptly ratified by the Senate the treaty 
for coaling stations can easily be negotiated on the terms 
outlined above. The intelligent public, leaders of Cuba 
must realize that the Anglo-German “hold-up” of Vene- 
zuela requires the immediate settlement of this questiva 
of naval stations as a measure of security for their own 
interests. 
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The giant breakwater at Buffalo, N.Y., which is four 
and one-half miles long, three-fourths of a mile wide, 
with a depth of 25 feet or more in one half of it, is the 
subject of a two page interesting article in the Buffalo 
Express of Dec. 14. In referring to the breakwater 
editorially the Express among other things says: “The 
breakwater system practically completed to-day is the 
fruit of planning and endeavor extending through the 
greater part of the nineteenth century. The first official 
proposition for an outer breakwater was made in 1835. 
Work upon the outer breakwater was begun soon after 
the Civil War. As the work has gone on, there has come 
a better comprehension of what the growing port would 
demand. It was less than ten years ago that it was de- 
cided that the proposed shore arm of the old breakwater 
would be a shackle upon business at this port, and the 
realization came that the extension of the breakwater 
system to Stony Point was a necessity. For what Major 
Thomas W. Symons, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., in 
charge of harbor work at this port, has done to bring 
about this realization, Buffalo owes him a substantial 
debt of gratitude. That his foresight was accurate is 
proved by the transformation of Stony Point within the 
five years since the plans were made for the complete 
breakwater system. Fortunately the sinking of a portion 
of the breakwater into the lake within the last week does 
not conflict with the statement that the breakwater sys- 
tem is practically complete. Such an accident was not 
altogether unexpected, and its damage can be soon re- 
paired.” 
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Capt. John S. Sewell, Eng. Corps, U.S.A., read a 
paper at the recent meeting of the American Institute 
of Architects in Washington which is of special inter- 
est because of the general tendency toward the construc- 
tion of massive buildings in American cities. After

An admirable manifestation of 
able policy of co-operation appears in building of the 
new Government printing office in Washington, the en- 
gineering features of which have been largely directed 
by Captain Sewell. 
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President Roosevelt, after cheerily declaring in his 
annual message that there was not a cloud on the hori- 
zon, is now in the shadow of a little war cloud for the 
appearance of which he has only himself to blame. And 
it is all because he has had the temerity to transfer 
from the Corcoran Art Gallery to the walls of the 
White House Watt’s beautiful painting entitled “Love 
and Life,” thereby bringing down upon his devoted head 
the blazing wrath of that meddlesome organization, the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. This painting 
is the most superb work of the most noted and best 
beloved of the living artists of HWngland, a venerable 
man of eighty years, whose character and position ale 
absoiutely unassailable. But in “Love and Life” he 
has portrayed the nude figures of a young man and 4 
young woman, and has done it with such masterly skill 
in drawing and color that the work is denounced by 
some as vulgar. The painting was placed in the White 
House several years ago by President Cleveland, but 
when the women reformers saw it they exclaimed “‘Shoo,” 
aud Mr. Cleveland “shooed” it over to the Corcoran 
Gallery, where it has since remained. 





In a single clean-cut sentence in the course of an 
admirable address at the banquet of the Cleveland 
Chamber of commerce on the evening of Dec. 20 Major 
Gen. Henry C. Corbin has utterly refuted the mean in- 
sinuation that he was scheming to secure his own pro- 
motion to Lieutenant General of the Army. Speaking 
by authority and with characteristic frankness, he in- 
formed his hearers that Lieutenant General Miles would 
be succeeded by Major Gen. Samuel B. M. Young and 
that the latter would in turn be succeeded by Major 
Gen. Adna R. Chaffee. This definite statement, which 
General Corbin supplemented with a generous and elo- 
quent tribute to Generals Young and Chaffee, sets at 
rest all speculation over the successor to Lieutenant 
General Miles, and settles it in a manner which the 
Army and the public at large will view with earnest 
approval. General Corbin’s address on the occasion 
above mentioned was interesting in other respects, in 
that it presented a clear, impartial explanation of the 
proposed General Staff Bill and the reasons which urge 
the enactment of that measure. The extracts from 
General Corbin’s address which appear elsewhere in 
these columns, are well worthy of careful reading. 








A correspondent writes to ask why the U.S.S. Phila- 
delphia has been referred to as about only fit for the 
junk pile. In answer we would say that it is a well- 
known fact that the stability of the Philadelphia after 
her first cruise was found to be deficient, and she was 
known as a cranky ship. To remedy this defect, her 
spars were lightened, and some of her weights readjust- 
ed. Notwithstanding the cutting down of her top ham- 
per the vessel was still found to be “tender,” and was 
not on the whole considered a desirable cruising vessel. 
As a craft to be moored alongside a navy yard wall as a 
receiving ship, she can still serve a very useful purpose. 
She was launched Sept. 7, 1889, and was first commis- 
sioned July 28, 1890, and is still comparatively a young 
ship. 
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The new military law voted in Belgium last March 
marks, a correspondent says, an important phase in the 
evolution of Belgian military institutions. It reinforces 
the principle of an enrolled volunteer force, which has 
been the basis of Belgian military legislation since the: 
beginning. The new law provides for better remunera- 
tion for the military service, makes provision for re- 
enlistment, changes the methods of recruiting, and it is 
believed will greatly increase Belgian military efficiency. 
Our correspondent, an officer of the Belgian Army, adds: 
“If we are a small country, yet our political situation in 
Europe is unique and most important, and it is not with 
indifference that the great military powers regard the 
changes which our national forces are undergoing.” 
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One of the most serious losses to the Vi 
was the capture of twenty fighting cocks, of the 
Venezuelan blood, at the fort at Puerto Cabello, by 
the men from the British cruiser Charybdis. The com- 
mander of the British vessel has the cocks under safe- 
guard and as soon as the choice fighters find their sea - 
legs it is understood that there will be several miilis 
arranged.

AMENDING THE MILITIA BILL. 


The Senate on Dec. 16, on motion of Senator Fora- 
ker, amended the National Militia Bill by striking out 
that portion of Section 24 which appears in italics in the 
following reprint: 


“Sec. 24. That for the purpose of providing a reserve 
force of trained men which shall be ready for immediate 
service whenever called for and o under author- 
ity of Congress, the Secretary of War is authorized to 
apportion among the several States and Territories and 
to enroll not ex i hundred thousand men, who 
shall have served in Regular or Volunteer armies of 
the United States or in the organized militia. Such re- 
serve force shall be designated as the National Volunteer 
Keserve, and when called forth by the President sha!l 
serve wherever ordered, within or without the territory 
of the United States. Such enrollment shall in each case 
continue for a period of five years, but in the event 
they shall be called into the service of the United States, 
other than for the purpose of drill, inspection and in- 
struction, they shall be entitled to be discharged at the 
close of the war or after nine months’ service. J'he 

ersons 80 enrolled shall report for drill, inspection and 
instruction at such times and places to be specified and 
under rules and regulations to be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of War, and each person so reporting shall, dur- 
ing the time of such service, be subject, as far as prac- 
ticable, to the regulations and discipline governing the 
military establishment and shall be entitled to the samc 
pay and allowances as are or may be provided by law for 
the Army of the United States, to be paid out of the 
appropriation for the pay of the Army, but in time of 
peace, except in case of threatened invasion, said Na- 
tional Volunteer Reserve shall not be required to perform 
military duty to exceed ten days in any one year. hen- 
ever a volunteer force shall be called for by authority of 
Congress, and the members of any companies, troops, 
batteries, battalions or regiments of the organized militia 
shall enlist in the Volunteer Army in bodies, such com- 
panies, troops, batteries, battalions or regiments shall be 
received as the first organizations of such volunteer force. 
Whenever a volunteer force shall be called for by author- 
ity of Congress, exceeding in number the companies, 
troops, batteries, battalions and regiments of the organ- 
ized militia which shall enlist in bodies pursuant to the 
provisions of section six of the Act entitled ‘An Act lo 
provide for temporarily increasing the military establish- 
ment of the United States in time of war and for other 
purposes,’ approved April 22, 1898, the persons so en- 
rolled as a reserve force of trained men, or so many 
thereof as shall be required, shall be organized in the 
manner provided for the organization of the volunteer 
force by section twelve of the Act entitled ‘An Act for 
increasing the efficiency of the Army of the Unite: 
States and for other poreest, approved March 2, 1899; 
Provided, That the President of the United States in 
time of peace may by order fix the minimum number of 
enlisted men in each company, troop, battery, signal 
corps, engineer corps, and hospital corps; Provided fur- 
ther, That no person shall belong to both organizations 
at the same time.” 

Senator Bacon in a speech supporting Mr. Foraker’s 
amendment contended that the bill in its original form 
violated the Constitution in that it took a part of the 
citizen soldiery who are not in the Regular Service, as 
it has been heretofore recognized, and who are to remain 
citizen soldiery, and make it subject to be called out by 
the President without reference to the militia law. Mr. 
Bacon also held that it was unconstitutional to divide 
the citizen soldiery into two classes, one to be known 
as the militia, the other as the volunteer reserve, and 
that whether the purpose is good or bad, wise or unwise, 
necessary or unnecessary, it is nevertheless the provision 
of the Constitution that they shall stand distinct and 
apart, and that the States shall have the right to officer 
them. “If we are to have any legislation with reference 
to the Regular Army,” said Senator Bacon, “let «as 
have it separate and apart. Why should it be brought in 
here under the guise, or under the wing, if you please, 
of a bill for the reorganization of the militia? Certainly 
the organization of the Regular Army is a matter of 
sufficient importance to be dealt with separately and 
apart. The bill by changing the name from what the Con- 
stitution intended it should all be known by, to wit, the 
militaa, makes a part of the citizen soldiery a part of the 
standing Army of the country, and what is now a 
hundred thousand men may be in the near future, with- 
out any greater change than that we have already seen, 
a million men, and it may be that within a very short 
time this feature of the bill, now so comparatively insig- 
nificant, may become the great dominating military feai- 
ure in the legislation of this country.” Senator Proctor 
announced on Dec. 17 that he would call the bill up im- 
mediately after its holiday recess. Meanwhile it retains 
its place on the calendar.

THE-FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate has passed S.R. 131, appropriating $3,000 
to enable the Joint Committee on the Library to pur- 
chase from Mrs. Emma Cadwallader-Guild her bronze 
portrait bust of the late President McKinley. 

The injunction of secrecy was removed by the Senate 
on Dec. 16 from the treaty of friendship and general 
relations between the United States and the Kingdom 
of Spain signed at Madrid on July 3, 1902. 

On adverse report of the Committee on Commerce the 
Senate has postponed indefinitely S.R. 134, to provide 
for the refitting of the revenue cutter Fessenden. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported with amendment S. 5891, to authorize the Presi- 
dent to appoint Brig. Gen. H. C. Merriam to the grade 
of major general in the United States Army on the re- 
tired list. The Committee on Foreign Relations has r2- 
ported with amendment H.R. 11576, granting permission 
to Capt. B. H. McCalla and others to accept presents 
and decorations tendered to them by the Emperor of Ger- 
many and others. 

The House has received from the Secretary of War an 
estimate of $33,923.75 for a site for a military post at 
Chickamauga Park, Ga., to be included in the urgent 
deficiency bill. 

The House on Dec. 12 considered and passed 172 pri- 
vate pension bills, among them the following: Granting 
$50 per month and $2 on account of minor child to the 
widow of Rear Admiral Richard P. Leary, U.S.N.; $20 
to the widow of 2d Lieut. Joseph A. Kerbey, Signal 
Corps, U.S.A.: $30 to John W. Day, late acting assistant 
paymaster, U.S.A.; $20 to Charles L. Randall, late med- 
ical cadet, U.S.A.; $35 to the widow of Major Jonathan 
W. Gordon, 11th U.S. Inf.: $12 to the widow of Gunner 
William A. Ferrier, U.S.N.; $12 and $2 additional up 
to age of 16 to minor child of Daniel J. Reedy, late chief 
machinist, U.S.N., and $50 to the widow of Rear Ad- 
miral Lewis A. Kimberly, U.S.N. 

It is proposed in H.R. 16031, maliee 
for the legislative, executive and judicia 
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same being decresasd $47,000 in accordance with the 
reductions already made by the Secretary in the force; 
there is a further reduction of $7,500 on account of the 
reduction of the work which will follow in the Ordnance 
Bureau by the enactment of the provision recommended 
requiring that ordmance property returns or accounts, 
heretofore made quarterly, shall made semi-annually. 
Some objection was made to this when the bill came up 
for consideration in the House on Dec. 13, on the ground 
that with the reduction in the Army and the closing 
up of the accounts of the war with Spain the temporary 
force of clerks in the War Department was no longer 
necessary. It was pointed out, however, that the bill 
does not increase a single salary or add a man to the 
War Department force, and reduces the total appropria- 
tion for it by more than $50,000. 

In the general deficiency bill approved July 1, 1902, 
was a provision appropriating not to exceed $1,500 to 
enable the Secretary of War to compile for Congress a 
detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures by 
the military government of Cuba since May 1, 190v, 
in continuation and completion of the statement covering 
the period from the beginning of American occupation 
to and including April 30, 1900, and $30,000 for a simi- 
lar statement relating to the Philippine Islands. In pur- 
suance of the act the Secretary of War on Dec. 12 for- 
warded to the Senate the following: Detailed state- 
ments of revenues and expenditures in Cuba during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1901, comprising 4,146 pages; 
for the period from July 1, 1901, to May 19, 1902, com- 
prising 4,037 pages; and for May and June, 1900, here- 
tofore reported in totals only, comprising 169 pages. 
Detailed statements of expenditures made by Gen. Charles 
F. Humphrey and other officers for barracks and quar- 
ters for the fiscal year 1900, 14 pages. The Secretary 
stated that other statements now in course of prepara- 
tion will be forwarded as eley as it is possible to com- 
plete them. These will include expenditures subsequent 
to May 19, 1902, in Cuba, and in the Philippines from 
the date of occupation to the present time. Having de- 
manded and secured this mass of information, with more 
to come, the Senate seemed at a loss to know what to 
do with it, finally referring it to the Committee on Rela- 
tions with Cuba, leaving it for the Committee to con- 
sider how much of the documents should be printed. 

Secretary Moody explained to the House Committee 
an Naval Affairs in his second hearing that at least 
$2,000,000 was needed to complete the improvements at 
the Naval Academy. In conection with his argument 
for increasing the Navy, Secretary Moody said that he 
did not propose, for the present, to build any more ships 
at Government navy yards. He told the Committee that 
he was doing all in his power to make the construction 
of the Connecticut as cheap as posible, but he was of 
the opinion that it cost the Government more to build 
ships at mavy yards than by contract with private ship- 
building concerns.

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MAJOR DUVALL ON PENNSYLVANIA GUARD. 


An interesting 1eport of Major William P. Duvall, 
Artillery Corps, U.S.A., on the Division encampment of 
the Pennsylvania National Guard last summer has just 
been issued in printed form from National Guard Heail- 
quarters of Pennsylvania, together with extracts from 
the reports of A. M. Wilson, 1st Lieut., 20th Inf., U.S.A., 
and C. B. Ross, 2d Lieut., Art. Corps, U.S.A., detailed 
by orders of the War Department for duty with Major 
William P. Duvall; also extracts from report of Cap- 
tain and Asst. Surg. F. P. Reynolds, U.S.A., command: 
ing Company of Instruction, Hospital Corps, U.S.A. 

Major Duvall made a critical study of the troops 
from the time they entrained for the camp until they de- 
parted for home. After noting in detail the various 
facts which came under his detail, Major Duvall in 
concluding his report says: - 

“Having had rather extensive experience in command 
ef troops, Regulars and Volunteers, from a company in 
garrison to some two thousand men in the field on active 


service, I think I can justly claim—at any rate 
I do claim—to know about soldiers .and_ sol- 
diering, and I also know that I am a compara- 


tively severe and exacting critic of troops under all 
conditions. With all this in mind, I give it as my fixed 
opinion and cool judgment that the Division of the Na- 
tional Guard of Pennsylvania is to-day the most homo- 
geneous and solid, the most uniformly accoutred and 
equipped, the most spirited and the most valuable divi- 
sion of troops that can be got together in the same time 
in this country, and in this estimate I am including all 
troops, Regulars, Volunteers, Militia, or what not, and 
I would like to emphasize this further by saying that 
were I a general officer I would rather command this 
division, rather take my chances of success with it, than 
any other division that it is practicable to organize 
quickly in the United States. 

“Holding these views regarding this organization, I 
am naturally reluctant to recommend changes in a sys- 
tem under which such excellent results have already been 
secured. But it seems to me that no argument is needed 
to show that each of the following changes, if made, 
must be beneficial : 

“1st. That the period of the annual encampment be 
at least doubled.” 

“2d. That the entire Guard be armed with the U.S. 
magazine rifle the soonest practicable. 

“3d. hat the elective system of choosing officers ve 
utterly abolished. It ill comports with the many Regu- 
lar features of the Guard, and is abhorrent to enduring 
excellence in any military organization. 

“4th. That the Medical Department be organized on 
a basis more befitting its necessity and dignity, and more 
conducive to its efficiency than at present. 

“Sth. That an independent Signal Corps be organ- 
ized, or men be detailed from each company and suitably 
instru . at in the elementary duties of such 
technical troops. 
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“7th. No matter what political pressure might op. 
pose the step, if the National Guard of Pennsylvania 
is ever called into the service of the United States, jo; 
it be mustered in, commanded, and as a whole, noi 
broken up and its f ents wedge into various mosaics 
with troops of other States, at the necessary sacrifice of 
its homog , solidity, ‘regularity,’ esprit and 
pride, the very qualities which most distinguish it and 
make it so superb.” 








GENERAL STAFF CORPS BILL. 


The House Committee on Military Affairs on Dec. 1s 
reported the War Department General Staff Bill (H.R. 
15449), upon which Secretary Root and Inspector Gep- 
eral Breckinridge were heard by the Committee earlier 


in the week. As reported by Chairman Hull the bill ma- 
terially differs from that prepared by the War Depar:- 
ment and introduced in the Senate and House, now 
reading as follows: 


“That there is hereby established a General Staff 
Corps, to be composed of officers detailed from the 
Army at large, under such rules as may be prescribed 
by the President. sec. 2. That the duties of the General 
Staff Corps shail be to prepare plans for the national de- 
fense, and for the mobilization of the military forces 
in time of war; to investigate and report upon all ques- 
tions affecting the efficiency of the Army and its state 
of preparation for military operations; to render pro- 
fessional aid and assistance to the Secretary of War 
and to general officers and other commanders, and to 
act as tneir agents in informing and co-ordinating the 
action of all the different officers engaged in carrying 
out their orders; and to perform such other duties as 
may be from time to time prescribed by the President. 
“‘Sec.3 That the General Staff Corps shail consist of one 
chief of staff and two general officers all to be detailed 
by the President from officers of the Army at large, not 
below the grade of brigadier general; four colonels, 
six lieutenant colonels, and twelve majors, to be detailed 
from the corresponding grades of the Army at large, 
under such rules for selection as the President may 
prescribe; twenty captains, to be detailed from officers 
of the Army at large of the grades of captain or first 
lieutenant, who while so serving shall have the rauk, 
pay, and allowances of captain mounted. All Dfficers de- 
tailed in the General Staff Corps shall be detailed therein 
for periods of four years, unless sooner relieved. While 
serving in the General Staff Corps, officers may be 
temporarily assigned to duty with any branch of the 
Army. Upon being relieved from duty in the General 
Staff Corps, officers shali return to the branch of the 
Army in which they hold permanent commission, and 
no officer except a general officer shall be eugible to a 
further detail in the General Staff Corps until he shall 
have served two years with the branch of the Army in 
py commissioned, except in case of emergency in time 
of war. 

“Sec. 4. That the Chief of Staff, under the direction of 
the President and Secretary of War, shall have supe-:- 
vision of all troops of the line and of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s, Inspector General's, Ordnance, Subsistence, 
Quartermaster’s, Paymaster General's, Medical, and 
Judge Advocate General’s Departments, the Signal Corps 
and the Engineer Corps, and shall perform such duties 
as may be assigned to him by the President and Secre- 
tary of War. wuties now prescribed by statute for the 
commanding general oi the Army as a member of the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications, and of the Board 
of Commissioners of .ae Soldier’s Home, shall be per- 
formed by the Chief of Staff or other officer designated 
by the President. Acts and parts of Acts authorizing 
aides-de-camp and military secretaries shall not apply 
to general officers of the General Stam Corps.” 

What was formerly section 5 of the bill, providing 
that the inspection of troops should be made by the 
general officer under whose command they are, and that 
the inspection of the Army at large should be made by 
officers of the general staff, and that the inspection of 
money accounts should be transferred to the Treasury 
Department, has been stricken out by the House Com- 
mittee. Section 6, which provided for the abolition of 
the Inspector General’s ceperemant, has also been cut 
out of the bill reported by the Committee. The above is 
a complete copy of the bill as favorably reported by 
Representative Hull for the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs. 

Secretary. Root appeared before the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs on Dec. 18 and argued for the pas- 
sage of the General Staff Bill. His remarks before this 
Committee were practically a repetition of what he said 
before the House Committee on Military Affairs earlier 
in the week, an abstract of which we print in another 
column, Senator R. A. Alger, who has been appointed 
a member of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation from the 
Committee of Senator Burrows, took an active part in 
the hearing given Secretary Root on the General Staff 
Bill. He asked many questions relative to the measure 
and showed unflagging interest in military affairs. The 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs will certainly re- 
port the bill with only a few amendments. 








It would seem from the reports received by the Navy 
Department from Admiral Dewey and Rear Admiral 
Coghlan that the statements recently circulated to the 
effect that the sailors detailed by order of Admiral Hiz- 
ginson to dig the canal in Culebra were unnecessarily 
exposed to unsanitary conditions and that there was 
considerable sickness among the men as a result, were 
without foundation. Rear Admiral Coghlan, under date 
of Culebra, Dec. 7, reports to the Navy Department on 
this subject as follows: “The work on the sanitary 
canal was continued up to the evening of the 4th instant, 
just previous to the departure of the fleet for the search 
problem. There still remains about a week’s work be- 
fore it will be possible to break the dams, and the ap- 
proach to the Great Harbor end has been nearly dredged 
out. I was much surprised to see in the last file of 
newspapers statements that the health of the men ws 
being endangered by working on this sanitary canal. 
The statement is entirely erroneous, as absolutely 10 
cases of sickness have resulted on account of that work. 
The hours were —— regulated with a view to avoid- 
ing the heat of the day; during the forenoon the hours 
were from seven to eleven, or practically to ten-thirty : 
in the afternoon work was resumed at three o’clock an: 
continued until five. The Department may rest assure 
that with the presence here of officers of experience in 
command, the health of the men will be thoroughly saf- 
guarded. and they will in no way be subjected to unsani- 
tary influences, the more especially as the success of 
our operations depends upon keeping the personnel ia 
good physical condition.”

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

The court-martial which assembled at Manila to try 
Capt. William C. Rogers, 27th U.S. Inf., on the charge 
of using disrespectful language to Major Gen. George W. 
Davis, commanding the Division of the Philippines, com- 
pleted its work on Dec. 16, but its hndings have not 
yet been announced. Captain Rogers, according to Ma- 
nila despatches, admitted that he had used -objectionable 
language, and in extenuation pleaded illness and dis- 
couragement over his inability to obtain leave of absence. 

Major Millard F. Waltz, A.G. Dept., and Major Frank 
L. Dodds, J.A.G. Dept., who have been detailed as 
counsel to defend Major Edwin F. Glenn, 5th U.S. In- 
fantry, on charges of illegally executing native guides iu 
Samar, have made and the court-martial has granted 
a request for the summoning of four witnesses, including 
Major General Chaffee and Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, 
from the United States. Reports from Manila state 
that the court was also asked to require Generals Chat- 
fee and Smith to produce all the correspondence covering 
the policy pursued in Samar and other disturbed parts 
of the islands. The request sets forth that there is no 
record at Manila on the subject, and adds that the de- 
fense expects to show by General Chaffee the character 
of the warfare he desired to be waged in Samar, and 
that General Chaffee approved the orders which General 
Smith issued as being necessary. 

Brig. Gen. Joseph P. Sanger, U.S.A., Director of the 
Pailippine Census, is in conference at Manila with the 
governors of thirty-five provinces whom he has desig- 
nated as supervisors of the census in their respective 
provinces. At a reception in honor of the visiting ofli- 
cials on the evening of Dec. 15 Governor Taft said they 
were the first elective representative body of Filipinos 
which had ever assembled, and informed them that the 
Government was preparing to import carabao to meet 
the pressing need for farm animals. Governor Taft 
ae the governors to aid in putting an end to ladron- 
ism, and said the Government had determined to sup- 
press it.

THE CARIBBEAN MANEUVERS. 


Rear Admiral Sumner, U.S.N., who arrived with 
his squadron at San Juan, Porto Rico, Dec. 13, trans- 
ferred his flag to the Chicago. There has been some 
shore and boat drills, division and fleet evolutions at 


Culebra. 

Admiral Dewey has announced the fleet organiza- 
tion to be as follows: 

First Squadron—Rear Admiral Higginson, command- 
ing. First Division—Kearsarge, Alabama, Massachus- 
setts and Iowa.

There is no question that this distribution was sreatly 
affected by the stirring situation in Venezuelan waters. 
At Trinidad, but little more than a day's sail from La 
Guayra, has been placed a powerful fleet of battleships, 
and the Scorpion under the personal «omman| of Rear 
Admiral Francis J. Higgiuson; at Curacao, about 170 
miles from La Guayra, will be stationed the Chicago, 
Newark and Eagle, and the other vessels of the ficet 
have been so stationed that they can be called upon for 
immediate service. Not that either the State or the 
Navy Department officials are actually in fear that this 
country will be actively involved in the disturbances in 
Venezuela, but we are to be ready for any emergency, 
and the moral effect of having such a large fleet in readi- 
ness close to the Venezuelan coast, will be great. Ad- 
miral Dewey’s despatch to the Navy De ent, which 
is dated San Juan, Dec. 14, and which has been ap- 
proved by Secretary Moody, follows:

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HEARING ON NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILI. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs continued its 
hearing this week on the Naval Appropriation Bill. On 
Dec. 15 and 17 Secretary Moody appeared before the 
Committee and made strong arguments for the betterment 
of the Navy. Practically all of the first day of his hear- 
ing the Secretary devoted to urging an increase in the 
number of commissioned officers. The Secretary expressed 
himself as being in favor of making the increase in the 
manner proposed by Chairman Foss and given in detail in 
a recent issue. Briefly, it is proposed to have Congress 
make provision granting an appointment to the Naval 
Academy to each member of Congress every two years 
and giving each Senator two appointments instead of 
one as is now the law By adopting this scheme it is 
estimated by the Secretary of the Navy that the strin- 
gency in officers will be a thing of the past in about ten 
years. This estimate, it must be remembered, takes into 
consideration the increases in the number of ships which 
will, in the natural course of events, be made in this 
period. The House Committee on Naval Affairs will 
adopt the suggestion of Secretary Moody and a special 
bill providing for the increased appointments to the 
Naval Academy will soon be introduced in the Congress. 
The bill will also, it is now intended, give the Secretary 
of the Navy the authority to select each year twelve 
> a warrant officers for appointment as ensigns in the 

avy. 

In making his recommendations for the Naval Ser- 
vice Secretary Moody followed, in a general way, those 
formed in his annual report. The Secretary expressed 
himself as being generally well satisfied with the man- 
ner in which the Navy Personnel Act is working and 
stated that, although there is some doubt as to the ad- 
visability of continuing the present method of training 
officers for engine room duty, he was not in favor of 
taking any steps looking to the re-establishment of an 
engineer corps in the Navy until the present scheme has 
been given a longer and fairer trial. He explained to 
the Committee just what was being doue by the Navy 
Department in the matter of assigning officers to duty 
in the engine room, but said that the Department had 
been greatly handicapped in this regard by the lack of 
officers. 

Secretary Moody made a strong plea that Congress 
continue, without interruption, its work of building up 
the floating strength of the Navy and recommended to 
the Committee that an exact duplication of last year’s 
program be authorized with the addition of two steel 
training ships and one hospital ship. The Secretary told 
the House Committee that he believed, after a caretul re- 
view of the naval situation, that no less than two first- 
class battleships and two armored cruisers should be au- 
thorized by this session of Congress. The building up of 
the personnel and the material, the Secretary thi 
should go hand in hand. ° 

All of the bureau chiefs of the Navy Department have 
been heard by the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
during the past two weeks. Rear Admiral Melville, 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, devoted 
most of his hearing to making an argument for the con- 
struction, at Annapolis, of au gg f experimental 
station, such as he has recommended in his last two an 
nual reports. One member of the Committe called Ad- 
miral Melville’s attention to the fact that Captain Brown- 
son, Superintendent of the Naval Academy, did 
not seem to be in favor of such a station at 
Annapolis. It later developed, however, that there was 
a misunderstanding on the part of Captain Brownson 
as to the exact purpose for which the proposed building 
or station is intended. Admiral Melville explained to, 
the Committee that it would require an appropriation of 
$400,000 to construct the experimental station, of which 
$250,000 would be fer the building and the remainder 
for the equipment. It wou!d recessarily be vcsed for 
educational purposes as well as for experiment. It is 
his intention that engineering students at Aunapolis take 
courses at the station. Admiral Melville, in answer to 
a question asked by a member of the Committee said 
that he did not intend that the appropriation asked 
for should come out of the appropriation of $%,000- 
000 for the improvements at the Naval Academy, but 
that an extra appropriation should be made. The Com- 
mittee was favorably impressed with Admiral Melville’s 
argument. 

During the last hearing of Secretary Moody before the 
House Committee considerable time was devoted to the 
Naval Academy, and to the need for more money to 
continue the work on the improvements and new build- 
ings there. Secretary Moody explained that since the 
appropriation of $8,000,000 was authorized there has 
been a 33 per cent. increase in the price of labor and a 
80 per cent. increase in the price of material. The Chair-

THD NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Aunapolis, Md., Dec. 16, 1902. 

A significant change was made to-day in the plans 
of the new midshipmen’s quarters, indicating that the 
Department is preparing to receive a greatly increased 
number of students at the Naval Academy. Up to the 
present the plans only contemplated the completion of 
three floors to that buil , the fourth to be left with- 
out walls and partitions at some future time more 
rooms should be. needed. To-day Messrs. and 
Thomas, the contractors for the build ved word 
that the fourth floor must also be eted 
to the plans of the other stories. This will give room for 
at least a hundred additional midshipmen and it is be- 


lieved that the change is ordered on a su 
the number of midshipmen is likely to be ra 
the near future. 

The Government will give its naval wards 
accommodations. Every two midshipmen will have a 


suite of three rooms instead of one, as at present. 

will have a separate bedroom and there will be a large 
study between them. Should it be necessary to in- 
crease the number at the Academy these suites could be 
made to hold two more midshipmen apiece and in this 
way about one thousand could be accommodated. 

Arrangements have been made for the baseball can- 
didates of Harvard University to practice for a week 
this spring on the grounds of the Naval Academy, 
April 11-18. There will be one match and a practice 
game with the Naval Academy nine. Harvard c- 
ticed a week last year with the midshipmen and fr re- 
sulted in great benefit to the Navy team. " 

The authorities were much disturbed last week by 
the mysterious illness which affected 120 midshipmen. 
The symptoms were those of mild ptomaine 
from something eaten, and it is supposed that the of- 
fending article was something on the bill of fare of 
Wednesday’s supper. Saturday and Sunday the patients 
were recovering rapidly and on Monday the last of them 
returned to duty. The medical department is making 
a thorough imvestigation to find out what caused the 
trouble. Everything served Wednesday evening has 
been tested and it has finally narrowed down to sausage 
or salad dressing, yet a number were ill who had not 
partaken of one or the other of these articles. The 
exact cause of the trouble therefore remains something 
of a mystery and stringent efforts will be made to pre- 
vent a recurrence. 

The annual register of the Naval Aca was 
issued on Dec. 13. It covers the term of 1902-8, which 
is the fifty-eighth in the history of the institution. The 
register was delayed a month from the usual time on 
account of the change in the superintendent and the 
lateness in completing the full membership of the fourth 
or entering class. It is full of information of value to 
those interested in the Academy. It contains an his- 
torical sketch of the Academy and the names of all the 
superenensents since its foundation. There is also a 
full list of the officers and midshipmen stationed here 
and of the members of the board of visitors to the in- 
stitution. Information is given concerning the standing 
of every midshipman in all studies and in conduct, merit 
rolls, appointments and resignations and the name of the 
cadet officers. Each midshipman is pg new with a 
copy, as it contains the full program of ction in 
both practical and theoretical work, a table of co- 
efficients showing the value of each branch of study, a 
program of recitations and a schedule showing the 
amount of time devoted to each branch. 

Information of value to anyone contemplating enter- 
ing the institution is given in the full regulations for the 
admission of candidates to the Academy and en- 
trance examinations in all the branches. Such 
defects would debar a candidate from the 
are also stated.

ARMY APPROVES HOLLAND BOATS. 


One of the most unreserved endorsements of the sub- 
marines we have yet had is found in the report on them 
by three officers of the Army School of Submarine De- 
fense at Fort Totten, who were permitted to witness a 
part of the recent trial of the Holland boats at Little 
Peconic Bay. In their report to the Adjutant General of 
the Army dated Nov. 28, 1902, these officers say, after 
a preliminary description of the characteristics of the 


boats under trial: 
Submergency is obtained by means of horizontal div- 
ing rudders; trim, by water ballast; emergence, by the 
diving rudders, and expuls‘on of the water ballast, if 
)ecessery, by means of com air stored in tanks. 
Each boat has a considera’ reserve buoyancy as a 
precaution against any possible failure of the diving or 
other a ratus to work. be gry | this and 
its working, it may be stated that it appeared to be in 
every way thoroughly practical; further, that the au- 
tomatic, complicated and delicate apparatus which for 
the last half century has as a rule been the weak 
feature of submarine boats has eve here ible 
been replaced by simple strong and practical mec’ 
which are operated by trained and intelligent hand 
power.

fixed in position on top of the mast and ving a 
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of view of only fifteen degrees on each side of the bow 
of the boat. Under the official requirements for the 
trials, the boat was authorized to come to the surface 
for thirty minutes during the three hours run; in mak- 
ing the run she actually came to the surface for only 
three mintues; twice for about thirty seconds to get 
her bearings, and once for two minutes to fill a water 
tank which she had blown out to enable her to rise 
after grounding jn the bay. 

After the trial the naval observers and the crew who 
had been in the boat during the three hours run stated 
that they had found no difficulty in breathing while the 
boat was submerged, and that at the end of the run 
the air in the boat was but a trifle stuffy. During the 
submerged run of the Moccasin on the 18th, the boat 
was steered solely by her compass. The conditions for 
the trial, it is understood, stipulated that a submerged 
run of two miles should be made by compass bearings 
over a straight course. 

At the time of the trials the contractors offered to 
make a more severe test than that required by running 
a straight course for a mile, turning and returning 
ever the same course. The trial board accepted this 
proposition and the run was made accordingly. The 
run was witnessed from a boat which ran parallel to 
the submarine during her run over the straight course 
as marked by flags. So far as could be judged from 
the observers’ boat, the submarine ran the straight 
course, turned and returned over the straight course 
as perfectly and accurately as if she aad _ been steered 
by sight with the flags as markers to indicate the di- 
rection to be taken. The position of the submarine dur- 
ing the run was indicated by a small flag carried at the 
head of a mast attached temporarily to the boat for 
this purpose. From the observers’ boat it appeared as 
if the Moccasin ran at precisely the same depth 
throughout her entire course, except on three occasions 
on the return trip, when she rose to the surface for 
about thirty seconds, twice to get her bearings and 
once to fire a Whitenead torpedo at a 150-foot target. 
So far as could be seen from the observers’ boat, the 
submarine appeared to be headed directly for the target 
when the torpedo was expelled; but for some reason 
the torpedo swerved to the left and missed the target 
by about 50 feet. As to the pdssfble cause of this swerv- 
ing it was incidentally noticed by one of the officers 
making this report, Major Murray, wuen preparations 
for the trial were being made, noticed that one of the 
two vanes of the torpedo used for correcting eccentricity 
was set “hard-a-port,”’ or to the left to the extreme 
limit of its index; while the other, the starboard vane, 
was set at zero. It was, therefore, considered possible 
that a tendency of the torpedo to run to the right, due 
to eccentricity, may have been over-corrected by the 
port vane, and that this over-correction, together with 
a strong tidal current which was running directly across 
the course from right to left during the return trip of 
the submarine, may have caused the torpedo to swerve 
to the left, as it did, and hence miss the target. When 
it was considered that there was a strong tide running 
across the course of the submarine, as stated during 
her run, the correct steering of the boat by compass 
during the entire trip appears all the more re- 


alone 
markable. These two events witnessed in connection 
with the trials of the Adder and the Moccasin are 


thought to be sufficient to show clearly that this type 
of submarine has passed the experimental stage, and 
that such boats must hereafter be taken into account 
as a practical and useful element of seacoast defense. 
As to the value of these submarine boats now that 

they have been proven by actual trial to be both habit- 
able and dirigable while completely submerged, there can 
be no question. Such a boat placed in a harbor guarded 
by modern high-power guns and protected by an elec- 
trically controlled mine field could lie safely within the 
harbor behind the mine field, and on the approach of a 
hostile fleet, pass out over the mine field while this was 
rendered temporarily inert by the cutting off of the 
electric current, and after approaching near enough to 
the enemy to discharge her torpedoes effectively, retire 
to a place of refuge behind the mine field, which could 
be rendered active against the enemy by turning on 
the electric current as soon as the submarine had re- 
crossed the field. The actual value of such a boat, as 
measured by its destructive power when thus used in 
connection with other elements of coast defense, could 
only be determined from actual experiment in war; but 
it is firmly believed that the risk to be incurred in 
making such an experiment would be sufficient to cause 
the most stout-hearted commander of a hostile fleet 
to hesitate long before he attempted to enter or to block- 
ade a harbor known to be defended by guns and mines 
with a submarine boat as an auxiliary. While the actual 
destructive value of such a boat cannot, therefore, be 
definitely stated, its value as an element of coast de- 
fense, when measured by its probable moral effect, is 
thought to be incalculable.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

It is understood that the U.S.S. Texas about Feb. 1 
mext will visit different Gulf ports. She will touch first 
at Pensacola, Fla., where a stay of several days will be 
made, and then sail for New Orleans, where she will 
remain during the Mardi Gras festivities. 

The training ship Hartford has completed her cruise 
to the eastward in the Mediterranean, having gone as 
far as the Piraeus, and at last accounts had sailed for 
Villefranche. The Hartford will probably remain inside 
the “Rock” until settled weather can be counted on the 
Atlantic, when she will “fare forth’ for the cruise to 
Norway and Sweden. 

Acting under orders issued by the Navy Department, 
the marines brought north by the Panther will be sent to 
various stations from which they were collectea when the 
“rush” orders came for a practicable force for protection 
of American interests on the Isthmus of Panama. 

The U.S.S. Wilmington has arrived at Shanghai, China, 
and is anchored off the Bund abreast of the mouth of 
Yang- King-Pan Creek. The anchorage for our vessels 
in Shanghai is directly opposite the upper limits of the 
foreign concession and not far from the walls of the “old 
city.” 

After an uneventful and satisfactory voyage from San 
Francisco, via Honolulu, the U.S.S. Oregon arrived at 
Yokohama last week, and her arrival was reported at 
once by cable from that port. The Oregon will join the 
Asiatic fleet in Chinese waters and will form the last of 
the powerful triumvirate of battleships on that station, 
her oe being the Kentucky and the Wisconsin. 

The U.S.S. Alert has arrived at the Mare Island Navy 
Yara, and vill be overhauled in preparation for the 
spring campaign as a training ship on the Pacific coast. 
This little craft has been of great usefulness on the 
Pacific station, and has been constantly in commission 
since 1875, with occasional repairs at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard. 

Active prepar ations are in progress for the launching 
of the cruiser Galveston, at the works of the William XK. 
Trigg Company, but it is scarcely likely that this vessel 
will leave the ways before the middle of January next. 

The coast defense monitor Wyoming has been placed in 
commission for service at the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
and will eventually be assigned to the Pacific Squadron, 
but for the next few months it is likely that this vessel 
will be held in reserve at the Mare Island Yard or at 
San Francisco.
